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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The position in Russia 
is still extremely pre- 
carious. Not the least 
serious element in the situation is the neglect of the Government to take 
proper measures for the protection of the Jewish population. It is difficult 
to understand what is Count Witte’s attitude towards the oflicial culprits, 
for although at one time he made open confession of their gailt, a few 
days later he affirmed. that the Government of the country were 
innocent of any complicity in the outrages. At the present moment such 
infamous characters as Governor Klingenberg and General Kaulbars are 
still in office, the latter, it is said, under the special favour of the Tsar. 
An Imperial Ukase last week expressed the gratitude of the Emperor to the 
Governor of Bessarabia, the organiser of massacres at Kishineff and other 
places, and the sequel is found in fresh and grave disturbances, which are 
reported to have destroyed the few remaining Jewish shops. The fire- 
brands of the Greek (‘burch are left in office to continue their monstrous 
incitements to the mob, for although the Metropolitan of St. Petersburg, in 
iis Communication to the English Primate, mouthed some empty words of 
sympathy regarding ‘* disbelieving ’’ Jews, and prated unctuously of 
the condemnatory attitude of the church towards religious intolerance, the 
Metropolitan of Moscow, his assistants (Bishops Nicon and Tripon), Bishop 
'lermogen of Saratoff, and Archbishop Wimifrius of Kherson, distinguished 
themselves by the delivery of ** bloodthirsty sermons’’ prior to the recent 
massacres. The Tsar himself bas even issued a Ukase expressing 
his gratitude to the troops of Odessa for their *‘exemplary conduct’’ 
during the massacres-.a Ukase which is naturally ‘‘ regarded as a crue! 
mockery of the sufferings of the victims of the recent disorders, and as an 
ominous indication of the part the troops might be expected to take in any 
fresh outbreak.’’ In other words, the administration, secular and clerical, 
continues to be manned by dangerous criminals, who in turn are encouraged

by the indifference displayed towards their doings at head-quarters, and | 


even by the enthusiastic approval of the (‘hief of the State. 


Last week we were told 
that many of the police 
who took part in the whole- 
sale robbery of Jewish goods were retiring on the proceeds of their thefts. 
To this day we have not heard of any attempt to restore the stolen property 
to its rightfal owners, and, as we write, a telegram reaches London from 
Odessa aflirming that not one of the policemen who participated in the 
massacres has even been discharged. That is to say the Jews of Russia 
are at this moment under the protection of a force which has shown its 
eagerness to avail itself of the first opportunity to rob and murder them. 
The Russian Government which, with superlative Muscovite audacity, is 
taking part, at this moment, in the Kuropean attempt to impose orderly 
administration on the Sultan in Macedonia, deliberately bands helpless 
Jewish and Christian subjects over to gangs of murderous oflicials who ought 
to have swung from a gallows weeks ago. Never, inthe whole history of mis- 
government, have such astounding acts of criminality been perpetrated as 
those which have recently disgraced Russia; and the Powers, whose 
lack of humour has betrayed them into the low comedy of inviting the 
Co-operation of Russia in the crusade of civilisation in Macedonia, must at

least be prepared to receive from the Sultan a similar tu quoque to that 
which Prince Gortschakoff once addressed to a British Government in like 
circumstances. Even ‘‘Abdul the Damned’’ may reasonably decline to 
take lessons in good government from Nicholas II. and his mymridons, who 
can give points in brutality to the Bashi Bozouks. There have been 
vague reports, it is true, that some of the Rassian officials were about to be 
prosecuted. But, jadging from reports, we are threatened with the same 
jadicial farces which took place after the Kishineff massacres of 1{W5, 
For a Reuter telegram from Odessa reports that, ‘‘by order of the 
Minister of Justice, the Pablic Prosecator has given instructions to all the 
Procurators and Coroners inquiring into the recent disturbances, to con- 
duct their investigations in sach a manner that the troops and police shall 
be exculpated.’’ The telegram goes onto say that the depositions of 
witnesses giving evidence unfavourable to officials have to be delivered 
for verification to those same officials, who have power to summon the 


witnesses to the police-stations. There is thus room for a considerable 
amount of pressure which will doubtless be devoted to casting the blame 
upon the hooligan element, and absolving officials. 


More potent reasons for a public demonstra- 

tion than are afforded by these threatened 
‘ exculpations and the maintenance of the 
chief transgressors in ollice, we cannot imagine. And if any farther 
ground for such a meeting were needed, it could be found in the necessity 
for official compensation to the Jewish and Christian victims of 
cflicial brigandage. The guilt of the Government is proven up to the 
hilt. It is set forth in our present issue in conclusive manner by our 
correspondent at St. Petersburg, whose despatch should receive the 
closest attention. The contributions to the Relief Fund, generous as they 
are, cannot be expected to cope with a tithe of the devastation 
caused by official neglect andi connivance; and a public meeting should 
therefore raise its voice in favour of a Russian (iovernment grant 
to the starving and shelterless victims. As our correspondent at St 
Petersburg shows, the Russian authorities are sensitive to public opinion. 
Generally the Jewish outlook is dark and almost cheerless. What should 
the Jewish population do atthis moment’ Should it rally round Witte and 
his Government? If it does it rans the risk of helping to create a momen- 
tary calm in which full forgiveness will be granted to the hooligans 
and the police, and opportunity may be given to the autocracy to pull 
itself together for afresh effort, while the more advanced reformers—the 
men who gave the revolution its real impetus—will be hopelessly alienated. 
Indeed, if our correspondent be correct, only the necessity of raising a 
fresh foreign loan stands between Russia and re-action. Trepoff and 
Pobiedonostzeff, we must remember, have not really gone. Both are still 
members of the governing body, and are only awaiting their opportuuity 
round the corner so to speak. “ace the loan is concluded, says our 
correspondent, Re-action would come back with martial law in its pocket. 
Desperate efiorts would’ be made to suppress the Liberal r‘gime. The 
revolution would break out afresh with re-doubled fary, and in the general 
d«bicle -lewish blood would flow in torrents. The very reluctance and 
inability of Witte to punish the authors of the recent massacres will, by 
giving full reign to lawlessness, imperil the new order of things, and 
present the re -actionaries with their coveted opportunity. Would it then 
be better for the Jews (> join the intransigeants of the revolution and 
demand drastic measures to assure the ascendency of the popular voice ? 
This. in its turn, would be to court fresh reprisals from the black capngs 
and their ollicial leaders. The chi+i and almost only hope is that the 
Government will, as our correspondent suggests, summon the State Duma 
and grant a fall free constitution, involving the absolute and complete 
equality of the Jews. The interests of the Jews are the interests of human

such course is adopted, before they grant a loan, which may cbloroform 
the authorities into temporary oblivion of the past. If the soldiers of

Our readers will peruse with 
The New Betb Hamidrash. much pleasure the _ able 
account of the new Kheth 
Hamidrash which has been written by \r. Philip Ornstien, the Secretary 
of the | nited Synagogue, and is summarised in another column. Mr. 
Ornstien gives an interesting sketch of the history of this institution, on 
its religious, educational and jadicial side. But it is with the future of 
the Keth Hamidrash that the community is mainly concerned, and the 
programme of work which is laid down for it will be received with unfeigned 
satisfaction. It is frankly recognised that, owing, probably, to the shifting 
of the Jewish colony further Kast, the old Beth Hamidrash has, to a large 
extent, lost touch with those for whom it was intended. A new 
building has therefore been erected in the neighbourhood of Commercial 
Road, which, it is hoped, will be a tangible inflaence in East Kad life. The 
Beth Din will be in session in this building, and, because of its J/ocal, 
should attract to it more and more the petty disputants of what we are 
afraid is a somewhat litigious community. Further, the Library, which 
has always been a fine feature of the Beth Hamidrasb, is to be enriched by 
the provision of Hebrew, Yiddish, Russian and German books, journals 
and magazines, while Anglo-Judaica and English literature will also be well 
represented. This treasure-house of literature is to be open to women as 
well as men on every day of the year except the Day of Atonement ; 
and it is only reasonable to expect that it will not merely 
satisfy the craving for instruction which is inherent in our people, 
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but will act as an alternative to the nine or ten réading-rooms 
which flourish under conversionist auspices in the East End of 
London. The classes hitherto held at the Beth Hamidrash are 
to be made more useful and attractive to the younger men of the district, 
and the study of Hebrew literature is to be added to the curriculum. The fine 
accommodation provided by the Institution is further to be made available 
for debates, lectures, concerts, and, we trust, for the meetings of those 
Jewish Friendly Societies which are now unfortunately relegated to public- 
houses. In short, the Institution is to become ‘an important centre from 
which East End communal work, which is not of an eleemosynary character, 
shall radiate,’’ and the management will endeavour to rally to its support 
**a band of workers similar to that which is to be found in Kast End and 
other metropolitan district settlements.’’ We devoutly hope that our 
young men will answer to the call, so that from this building, which may 
truly be called a Beth-El, a new and invigorating breeze will sweep through 
Jewish East London, strengthening our people, and reviving the love of its 
faith and literature. 

The value of the happy pre- 
cedent, initiated recently 
by the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation, which is to be 
followed by the Board of Deputies on Sunday week, of London consulting 
with the provinces in friendly conference, was admirably illustrated by 
the meeting of delegates of literary societies from all over the country 
which was held this week at birmingham. This is the first gathering 
of the kind ever held in the provinces, and its success will ensure

that it will not be the last. The Rev. G. J. Emanuel may have 
exaggerated the situation when he referred to the literary societies 
filling the place in Jewish life which the synagogue had 
hitherto occupied, but it cannot be doubted that the societies 


form a valuable adjunct and ally of the synagogue, as they stimu- 
late interest in the objects and ideals which the synagogue subserves. 
There were several interesting papers read at the Birmingham meeting of 
both practical and literary value, while the discussions which followed must 
have been mutually enlightening and instructive to all the delegates. Mr. 
Israel Abrahams stated that he would go back ‘‘full of ideas.’’ The 
Council of the Union has still a great deal to learn as to the directions in 
which it can be aseful to the various constituent societies, and there are 
many districts where literary societies have still to be founded. The 
Jewish literary movement is fast becoming popular, and popularity is an 
important factor of success. Sir Oliver Lodge in his sympathetic speech 
rightly said that literary societies tend to raise the spirit, the character and 
dignity of the race. It is on these grounds that they claim the support 
of every member of. the community. It is in the literary society that 
the power of idealisation, to which Mr. Laurie Magnus referred in his 
thoughtful paper, finds its best and highest expression.

Mr. Israel Abrahams, writing 
as the President of the Jewish 
Historical Society of England, 
has addressed an eloquent greeting to the Jews of America. Both the 
Jewries of America and Great Britain—the motherland and the daughter. 
land—are preparing to celebrate the 250th anniversary of their settlement, 
and it is in preparation for this memorable event that Mr. Abrahams has 
sent this message across the seas. The Jews of Kagland will heartily 
associate themselves with all that he writes. The two communities that 
have their being in the liberal lands of Anglo-Saxondom must needs feel 
attracted to one another. The tie of a common language, over and above 
the sacred tongue which shoald unite all Jews, counts for something in 
this regard. The free air which both breathe, and the community of aim of 
their respective countries, are magic forces which bind them together. 
Bat there is also the golden link of a grand common obligation towards 
their less fortunate brethren in the backward lands. \ pon the Jews whose 
lines have fallen in pleasant places rest the honour and the duty 
to help the still unemancipated sections of their people. A Jewry 
basking in freedom, which should refuse its aid to brethren 
still crashed under modera medi valism (if one may be pardoned the 
phrase) would be a Jewry uaworthy of its freedom, and ripe for oblivion, for 
they would have framed a more fatal indictment than ever was woven in the 
anti-Semitic brain. This moral obligation, we are thankful to say, has 
never been evaded either by the Jews of America or England (though the 
trend of events may have throwa a greater share of the struggle on the 
sister community across the Atlantic), and it is this brotherhood in arms 
against Jewish oppression which makes one of the strongest and noblest 
bonds of union. But over and above this campaign of honour lie all the 
matters that appeal to the Jewish heart and mind and conscience—“ the 
encouragement of Jewish learning, the maintenance of our common Jewish 
religion, and the revival of a vivid confidence in its ideals and practical love 
_ for its discipline.’’ In these things, too, as Mr. Abrahams truly says, 
» American Jews will find English Jews ready to join hands. The pity is, 
as we have ere now pointed out, that there should be so little intercou se 
between two communities whose mutual support means so much to them- 
selves and their race. With the exception of an occasional visit of some 
scholar or philanthropist who flits hurriedly through this country and is 
rarely seen again, there is really hardly any intercourse at all. Yet both 
have many problems in common-—problems like those of immigration and 
charity and religious thought. In both the rumblings of racial ill-will are 
sometimes heard (one such phenomenon in America is the recent appear-

M. Abrahamsohn’s Appointment on a 
Russian Railway. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
Some additional particulars respecting M. Abrahamsohn, whose 
appointment to the post of Director-General of the Russian South-Western 
Railway, you have already reported, will doubtless interest your readers, 
Arthur Adolfovitch Abrahamsohn (or d'Abrahamsohn) railway-engineer, 
Councillor of State, hereditary nobleman (inseribed in the book of nobility 
of the Government of Viadimir), was born in 1854, and belongs to an old 
family of doctors of medicine. His father, Dr. Adolf Bernardovitch Abraham- 
sohn, and his grandfather, great-grandfather, and great-great-grandfather 
were all well-known doctors. His grandfather, Dr. Bernard Yakovlevitch 
Abrahamsohn, Auliec Councillor, in his day one of the best known doctors 
in the South of Russia, published several medical works, and was one otf 
the first to write on the “ Liman” watering cures near Odessa. His work 
on the subject (1850) was translated into French under the title of “ Bains 
des limans d’ Odessa.” He served for several years in the War Office, and 
in that of the administration of the Crown lands, and was one of the first 
Russian Jews to be admitted into the ranks of the nobility. The mother of 
Arthur Abrahamsohn, Bella Ossipovna, was a daughter of 0. A. Rabbino- 
vitch—the talented author of the first ghetto tales in the Russian language 
(one of his stories, “ Shtrafnoi,” was translated into German by the historian 
Jost: Hebrew translations appeared later), and founder of the first Russian 
Jewish newspaper Razsvyet. Arthur A. Abrahamsohn studied first in the 
“gvmnasium” and physical mathematics in the University of Odessa. In 
Ix72 he went to Zurich, and studied there in the celebrated Polytechnic, 
which he left four years later with the title of engineer (this title, on the 
Continent, is the equivalent, in technical science, to that of Doctor in the 
Universities). He then continued his professional studies in Belgium, 
Holland, France, Germany, England, and North America. On his return 
to Russia, he received the title of engineer a second time, from the Imperial 
Institute of St. Petersburg. A. A. Abrahamsohn has since oceupied various 
positions.on the railways of Southetn Russia, and in 1900 he was sent to the 
Paris Exhibition, as Commissioner for the Russian Railway Department. 
In 1881, Abrahamsoln founded the important Russian technical journal, tae 
Engineer, which he also edited. He was one of the chief promoters of the 
electric railway in Kieff and Elizabethgrad, and of the canals in Kieff. He 
was also one of the founders of the Kieff Polytechnic Institute (1896)—1n 
respect to the drafting of the Statutes, the course of instruction and the 
earrying out of the building plans. He has published numerous papers 
on railways and subjects of technical interest, both in Russian and in 
German. Abrahamsolin’s friendship with Count Witte, who himself rose 
from service on the Russian South-Western Railways, dates twenty-five 
vears back. The group of the South-Western Railways is the largest in all 
Russia. The mileage of all the Russian railways is now little less than 40,000 
fwo-thirds of the whole being the property of the (Government, and 
the South-West Railways, O00) miles long. De Witte was raised 
from the post of Director-General of this group to that of Chiet of the Rail- 
way Department in the Ministry of Finance, and was soon after promoted 
Minister of Wavs and Communications, and then Minister of Finance 
Now that differences in rank are of less account in Russia than formerly, 
the last Director-General has been appointed Minister of Ways and Com- 
munication in the new De Witte Cabinet It is quite possible that the 
industrious and capable new Director-General of the South-West Railways 
\ A. Abrahamsohn, will shortly be appoimted to a higher post

The Aliens Act. 

The Secretary read letters from members of Parliament in reply to a 
letter of thanks for their action during the passage of the Aliens Bill 
through the House of Commons. Major Seely wrote: — 

Permit me to thank you for your most kind letter with reference to my action in 
this House during the discussion on the Aliens Kill. | am thankful to think that what 
I have said and done has tended, in however small a degree, to check all temptation to 
abandon the high principle that this country should be the refuge of the persecuted 
and oppressed. 

Mr. Charles Trevelyan wrote ;:— 

The letter I received this morning has given me great pleasure. I should have 
been content to combat for human freedom without recognition and without success. 
lam glad, however. to think that we softened to some extent the obnoxious character 
of the Bill by our efforta, And I freely admit that it is gratifying to feel that our 
activity here is appreciated by the representatives of your community. 

Sir Chas. Dilke wrote :— 


1 am greatly obliged by your letter and shall be glad if you will kindly thank 
your Board. 


Mr. Wimston Churchill wrote : — 

| have to thank you for your kind letter and very much appreciate the sentiments 
you express therein on behalf of the London Committee of Deputies of the British Jews 
with reference to the action I have taken on the Aliens Bill. 

The letters were ordered to be entered on the minutes. 


The Jews in Morocco. 

The PReEsIpDENT said that at the request of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
a meeting of the Conjoint Foreign Committee had been called to consider 
the question of the position of the Jews in Morocco, the idea being that 
advantage should be taken of the approaching international conference to 
obtain for the Jews of Morocco an amelioration of their condition and 
especially the removal of the disabilities and degrading usages and 
practices to which they were subjected. The matter was discussed, and 
ultimately it was decided that Mr. C. G. Montefiore and he should seek 
an interview at the Foreign Office to place the matter before the Foreign 
Minister. In accordance with that resolution, Mr. Montefiore and he had 
ittended by appointment at the Foreign Office on the previous Wednesday 
week, and had had an interview with Sir Eldon Gorst, the gentleman 
entrusted with Moroccan affairs. They were received most kindly, and 
had had an interview lasting three quarters of an hour, when the whole of 
the facts of the case were put before him. They had gone back so far as the 
Sultan’s Firman in 1864, the proceedings in 1880, when there was a Confer- 
ence In Madrid, and a declaration made by the different powers, and the 
reply of the Sultan. They had also discussed the work undertaken by the 
Board in 1888. In the result Sir Eldon Gorst told them that he would 
represent the matter to Lord Lansdowne, and that they would hear from 
lim shortly. He was glad to say that they had received only two days ago 
i letter from Sir Eldon Gorst of a very satisfactory kind. He was unable 
to make ites contents public, as it was ihe purport of a despatch to one of 
the ambassadors, but they could take it from him that it was satisfactory. 


Miscellaneous. 


A letter was read acknowledging a vote of condolence passed on the 
death of the late Mr. Manuel Castello. 

On the motion of the PresipEnt, it was decided to send a letter to the 
Right Hon, Arthur Cohen, K.C., a former President of the Board, con- 
gratulating him on his appointment as a Privy Councillor. 

The SoLiciTorR AND reported that the Liverpool authorities 
had drawn up bye-laws prohibiting the slaughter of cattle and sheep unless 
previously stunned. Owing to the representations of the local Jewish com- 
inunity fortified by action on the part of the Board, there was every hope 
that the bye-laws would be favourably amended. | 

It was reported that the Board had prepared a petition against an early 
closing order in yee, 7 tal which would press hardly on Jewish shopkeepers. 
A local enquiry would probably be held. 

It was agreed to reduce the assessment of the Auckland Congregation 
to two guineas. An application from Bristol was ordered to stand over. 

New Marriage Secretaries were approved at Leeds (Polish Hebrew) 
and Brondesbury. 

e SOLICITOR AND SeEcREtTARY reported that a satisfactory arrangement 
had been made in the case of a Jewish litigant who was required to attend 
the City of London Court on the Day of Atonement. 

A letter was read from the Charity Commissioners who had been 
approached in regard to the case of a Jewish boy who had been refused a 
Mitchell Scholarship on the ground of his having been born abroad. The 
‘harity Commissioners found that there was nothing in the deed of founda- 
tion to warrant this decision, and recommended the trustees to award the 


| 


scholarship at the first suitable opportunity. In the meantime, however, 
the applicant had gained a more suitable scholarship, and no longer needed 
the Mitchell prize. (Hear, hear.) 

The SoLicitoR AND SECRETARY stated that some difficulty had been 
oceasioned by a Home Office regulation according to which no letters of 
naturalisation would be issued unless a satisiactory knowledge of the 
English language could be shown. This pressed hardly on men who had 
heen subscribing for some time to Naturalisation Societies, and to certain 
Jewish tradesmen whose occupations did not permit of their acquiring a 
good knowledge of English. The Home Office had promised to consider 
such cases on their merits. 

The SoutcitoR aNp SecRETARY reported that the usual arrangements 
for Jewish candidates had been made at the Oxford and Cambridge Local 
Examinations. With his usual generosity, Mr. Ellis A. Franklin had offered 
to pay the extra fees of those Jewish candidates who could not afford to do 
so themselves. 

The Solicitor AND Secretary reported that the Board had made 
satisfactory arrangements in the case of Jewish children in Christian care 
at Streatham and Rhyl. 

The PRESIDENT said that the annual meeting of the Board, in accord- 
ance with section 37 of the new bye-laws, would be held on that day fort- 
night in the Oak Room of the Hotel Great Central. 

A grant of £5 was made to the Tetuan Girls’ School. 

A special vote of thanks to the President for his conduct in the Chair 
was moved by Mr. Extuts A. FRANKLIN, and seconded by Mr. Bertram 
Jacoss, and carried unanimously. 

The PREsipENT expressed his gratification, especially that Mr. Jacobs 
had seconded the vote. 


A kosher luncheon will be provided after the annual meeting referred to above 


The following is the text of the petition addressed to the Secretary of 
State for Scotland in connection with the early closing order of the Cor- 
poration of the City of Glasgow, referred to above :— 

The London Committee of Deputies of the British Jews has been asked, as the 
representative body of the Jews of the United Kingdom, to address an appeal to you 
on behalf of the Jewish retail traders of Glasgow, in connection with the above order 
which has been submitted for your confirmation. Your Lordship is, no doubt, 
aware that the conscientious Jewish trader is, quite apart from any application of the 
Shop Hours Act, at a distinct disadvantage as compared with his competitors of other 
denominations. For while he 1s subject to the general regulations as to trade and 
trade hours, his religion compels him to keep his shop shut, not only from the com- 
mencement of sunset on each Friday to the end of sunset on the following Saturday, 
but also on six Jewish holydays (comprising 13 days) in each year. - He is thus unable 
to trade for some 65 days-in each year on which no such prohibition exists in the 
case of his trade competitors. By the Glasgow Corporation closing order, hours for 
closing are intended to be enforced varying from , o'clock p.m. on some days to 
10 p.m. on Saturdays. The latter hour ts specially prescribed in the case of butchers 
and fleshers on Saturdays. The provisions for closing on Saturday evenings (par- 
ticularly in the case of vendors of meat, poultry, and other perishables) not only 
threaten Jewish retail vendors with severe pecuniary loss, but will cause great distress 
and inconvenience to the large body of their customers resident in, and near to, 
Glasgow, who are of the Jewish faith. This hardship will be mainly felt in the 
summer months. At the beginning of May, for example, in Glasgow, the Jewish 
Sabbath terminates at 9 p.m. The hour of its termination then gets later week by 
week, until about the third week in June, when it 1s 10.26 p.m. After that date the 
hour gets gradually earlier until, by the end of August, the hour of termination 
expires at 9 p.m. again. During these months the operation of the order, if confirmed, 
would be as follows: A Jewish dealer in perishables has, under the order, to close his 
shop on Friday at 8 o'clock, or at 7 o'clock tf he be a butcher or flesher. His religion 
compels him to keep his shop closed from thence until the end of sunset on Saturday. 
The order compels hun, however, to close at 10 p.m. on that mght Seeing that 
during the four summer months the Sabbath never expires till 9-p.m., and varies 
between that hour and 10.26 p.m., it is obvious that for at least two months in each 
vear a 10 o'clock closing order would prevent a Jew from opening his shop at all on 
Saturday evenings, and during two more months, as he could only open from half. 
an-hour to an hour, the trade which he could do in such a short period would hardly 
warrant hum in going to the expense and trouble of opening. It may, therefore, 
fairly be said that during four months in each vear the order in the case of Jews 
would be equivalent to an order preventing them from onening their. shons at all on 
Saturday, and during April and September he would only be able to open for some 
two hours’ trade on that dav. Mvy Board learns that the Jewish butchers of Glasgow 
are all retailers and are dependent on non-Jewish wholesale dealers for their supplies, 


consequently they may not, by the rules of the Glasgow Fleshers’ Trade Protection 


Association, under penalty of a strict hovcott, open for business on a Sunday. It would 
follow, therefore, that Jewish vendors of meat and poultry would, in the hottest 
season of the year, have to lock up their unsold goods from 7 p.m. on Friday to the 
cammencement of trade hours, say, 8.30 a.m., Monday morning, with the certainty 
that their goods would then be no longer fit for human consumption, besides losing 
their trade during the whole of the period. The hardship is almost as great for the 
consumer-—Jews may only eat kosher or snecially killed and certified meat and 
poultry. If the order be confirmed, for a period of 24 days in each week they will be 
unable to purchase such necessities. Nor 1s this the full extent of the hardships. Asx 
mentioned before, there are 15 holydays on which Jews keep their shons shut from 
sunset to sunset. On six occasions in each year there are two such holvdays imme 
diately following each other. It may easily, and dloes frequently, hapnen that such 
holydays immediately precede or follow the week-end, in which case the 24 days’ 
compulsory closure becomes one of 45 days in one week. Provision is made in the 
order for an extension of hours on (inter alia) the evenings of public and Christian 
holidays, as well as throughout the period of the Glasgow Fair, but no such pro- 
vision is made in favour of the Jews in connection with the holvydays on which their 
religion compels them to keep their shops closed, and which they observe not as 
alternatives to, but in addition to, those prescribed by the established religion of the 
country. On behalf of the Jews of Glasgow, this Board begs to anply to you, as the 
Central Authority appointed by the Act, to refuse to confirm the said order. excent 
with the inclusion of concessions in favour of Jews which will obviate the special dis- 
advantage which the order will otherwise entail on them. and this Board would 
respectfully urge that for such purpose Jews who keep their shons closed from 
sunset on the Friday to sunset on the Saturday immediately following should, by the 
order, be permitted from the 15th March to the 15th September in each vear to oven 
their shops at, or after, sunset om the Saturday, and keep them open until 11.15 p.m 
on that night. My Board further asks that a provision should also be inserted in the 
order that Jews who keep their shops closed from sunset to sunset on a Jewtsa 
holyday should be permitted to open their shops at, or after sunset, on the day on 
which such holyday expires, and keep them open until 11.15 p.m. on that night. In 
conclusion, I beg to point out that the Shop Hours’ Act was snecially framed to allow 
the utmost elasticity in the application of its provisions—see Clause 2 (3)—and special 
stress was laid on such elasticity in Section 28 of the Circular on the Act published by 
the Home Office on 21st November, 1904. Under these circumstances my Boar:] 
trusts that vou will not permit an order to be sanctioned in a form which makes it 
specially oppressive to a section of his Majesty's subjects whose hours of labour are 
already greatly reduced in the observance of their religion.

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OBITUARY. 


Mr. LEVI COHEN. 
A much respected figure in Jewish and general circles, Mr. Levi Cohen, 
ol the Stock Exchange, passed away last Sunday, at Brighton, at the age ot 
Mr. Cohen had been a member of this institution bsol, 
and was at one time on the Committee. He founded the well-known broker's 
business in Angel which is now Cohen, Laming and Co. Of late

vears he had retired from. active business, and spent a large portion ol the 


vear at Brighton. Mr. Cohen was a life-member of the Council of the West 
London Synagogue, and had, at one time, been a Warden. He acted also 


as honorary broker to the Synagogue, and the firm of Cohen, Laming and 


Co. continue to act in the same capacity. Mr. Cohen was a frequent con- 


tributor to Jewish and other charities lie married a sister of the late 
Sidney Woolf, Q.C. She died in 1893, and her son, Francis, an active 
worker of the Loan Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians. founded 


a special loan fund in her name, which is known as the “ Bloom Cohen 
Fund.” The fund dates from July, 1895, and is in active operation, {188 
having been lent from it last vear. Two years after founding this fund, Mr 
Francis Cohen died, to the great grief of his father, who also had the mis- 
fortune to lose andther son, Benny, on his way home from Australia. In 
accordance with his wishes, the deceased was cremated, at Golder’s Green 
Subsequently his ashes were buried at the Ball's Pond Cemetery of the 
West London Synagogue, beside those of his wife.

Before concluding his sermon (the third of a course on “ The Significance 
of the Pentateuch for Modern Thought and Life”) at the Berkeley Street 


Synagogue last Sabbath, the Rev. MokkIs Joserit spoke as follows: 


Before I close | would offer an expression of heartfelt sympathy to those members 
of our congregation who are at the present moment Wrestling with great personal 
sorrow. Death has been busy in our midst during the past week. In Emanuel 
Raphael Belilios it has removed a familiar figure from this synagogue, one who, while 
health lasted, regularly’ took part in our Sabbath worship. His place here is empty, 
and it will know him no more. Lut there is an empty place, too, in our ranks and in 
our hearts, which will not easily be filled. We cannot readily find one uniting all his 
good qualities—unobtrusive piety, wide-hearted benevolence, educational zeal, a 
winning geniality of manner, fervent patriotism, strong attachment to the cause of 
Israel. Two elements stand out prominently in his lfe—the valuable services he 
rendered to the lmpire, for which he received the recognition of his sovereign, and 
the service he rendered, as a direct consequence of them, to the Jewish cause. He 
did excellent work for the distant dependency where his lot was cast, 
and where his memory will be cherished with peculiar respect and gratitude;

quite as keen as between Christians and* Jews in Russia) have stood on 
“.ard round Jewish houses and protected them, at their own risk, against 
‘ue Government’s roughs. Jews ill-treated by Russian officials are 
/roinptly defended by Poles who are personally strangers to them. Russian 
iwlice agents disguised in Jewish dreas, and employed in the dangerous 
‘ork of insulting the religious and national feeling of the Poles, are killed, 
~\ripped of their gaberdines, and shown for what they are. Now, in 
“esperation because the Poles will not play into its hands, the Government 
has placed Warsaw under martial law. 
._ it has no need to take such harsh measures with Odessa and Kishineff. 
ey may give trouble at times, and demand a constitution; but they are 
easily put off with bread and sports, or even, for a time, with sports without 
‘ue bread: and especially with the cheap and favourite sport of Jew-baiting.

This hope I found on the fact that 
whereas when high officials returned to their homes it was inevitable that 
the massacre should have been contradicted, had the imaginary victims 
been obscure tradesmen, like the majority of our countrymen in Odessa, 
and Russia generally, the contradiction would have been deemed unneces- 
sary because immaterial. 

I have no fault to find with Mr. J. Finn’s practical suggestions. They 
might do some good, and could do no harm, but I would like to point out 
that Jews, as a race, ought to assume responsibility for all, or mutch ol, the 
cruelty practised on Jew and Gentile alike. I am fully prepared to believe 
that Russian Jews are absolutely guiltless of any conduct leading to 
increase distress among Russian peasants, but, Sir, can we say the saine of 
the better-to-do members of cosmopolitan Jewry ? Are the superior brains 
on Which we so much pride ourselves invariably used by Jews to foster 
justice, peace, and goodwill towards their neighbours ? 

[It is our proud boast that our place, as a race, is among the nations of 
the earth to be a light to lighten the Gentiles, and to be the glory of Israel 
Where are the protests of the Jewish giants of the press against injustice, 
and where do we hear them clamour against the idols set up by the world 
instead of justice ? The poor members of our communities nobody Knows, 
and those who oppress them may take them for the real evil-doers who 
tannot be reached by a Russian mob, but whom many of us hate in silence, 
but acclaim in public because, forsooth, they relieve a fraction of the evils 
they create’ It 1s CASY enough to silence truth with contempt, as Mr. J 
Finn complains, or, more effectually still, by a conspiracy of silence, but 
no monetary doles will ever make Jews tolerated while only the names of 
criminals are known to the hations among whom our poor brethren have 
to eke out more or less hard modes of living.

Sin,--l have read very carefully the proceedings of several protest 
meetings held in London on the recent unprecedented atrocities in Russia 
aAvainst a race whose only tault 1s their staunch adherence to the oldest and 
host exalted teachings in the history of the world Such meetings, to my 
Inind, are necessary, and, to some extent, useful, but this is not everything 
that is required at a time when we have reached a crisis im our national 
life. For almost 2,000 vears, our people have crouched under the injustice 
and endured patiently and submissively the ill-treatment meted out to them 
first by one nation and then by another The time has arrived that we 
should not only protest ourselves, but we shoud also wake up and assert 
publicly and loudly our rights as human beings and as creatures of the 
same God who has created the whole universe, and make it clear to all 
that we are no longer content to be treated as the pariahs of society, and 
with a view of-giving effect to these, our undoubted rights, tour principal 


points are hecessary Firstly, that we should, everyone of us, lead pure and 


irreproachable lives in consonance with the ethical teachings of our serip- 
tures and prophets, aVOMInNYe the bad qualities of the nations of our sur- 
roundings, but by all meaus follow the good points which they tnay show 
us: secondly, we should see that what Mr. Rufus Isaacs, A.C., M-.P., sug- 
vested at the meeting of the Maccabaans on the 15th inst., viz., that there 
should be a united scheme of Christian protest against the massacre ot Jews 
in Christian countries, be carried out. I feel sure that if the worthy and 
broad-minded Archbishops of Canterbury and Westminster were approached, 
they would undoubtedly further the success of the movement by — their 
earnestness and the powertul influence of their exalted positions, and no 
right-minded Church dignitary. would refuse to add his word of protest in a 
matter where the whole of Christendom must realise and freely recegnise 
the res yonsibulity for the atrocities committed in the name of the Founder 
of the Faith. thirdly, that no Jewish financier help any State, where the 
status of the Jew is not on a par with the rest of the population. 

We all know the deep interest that Lord Rothschild takes in everything 
that concerns the welfare of Jewry ; and now I come to the last point which, 
to my mind, is the most important, namely, that his Lordship. should 
convene a conference to be held in London, or elsewhere, of the most 
influential Jews of Europe and America, and there discuss, and study, the 
present condition of Jewry in countries where persecution is rampant, and 
endeavour to find the real remedy, which shall not only render a recurrence 
of the bestial atrocities impossible, but also the means to ameliorate the 
future of our race. I am well aware and practical enough to understand 


that evils which have existed for centuries cannot be remedied by a con- 


ference, but so much is certain, that if such conference were decided wpon, 
it would certainly do no harm, and might achieve some measure of success. 
At any rate, the calling of such a conference would elevate the Jews im the 
estimation of our Gentile neighbours, by showing the solidarity of our race 
and by convincing the anti-Semites and all other would-be exreecutoce that 
the wrongs inflicted upon any one portion of the race are felt, and will be 
fearlessly resented, by the entire nation.

Sirk,—When sorrow afflicts or anger kindles the huirnan heart, then, at 
least, do we hope to see a man as he really is, the height and depth of his 
nature. Cruel anger has exposed the savage in the Christianised Russian, 
bitterest sorrow the undying martyrs in the Russian Jews. . Anger and 
sorrow, horror and detestation have lashed the soul of Anglo-Jewry these 
weeks past. Have they lifted the veil from it? Can one see yet its form, 
define its nature ? Does Anglo-Jewry need a cataclysm before it will be so 
indecorous as to strip its borrowed plumes in public ? 

Those who have credited man as a collective body with a power of 
ethical advancement, only discernible with the pane of the ages, who 
recognise how young mankind is, how empty its boast of civilisation, will, 
perhaps, be more surprised at the impotency of Anglo-Jewry to cast its 
veneer of false culture and belated Europ@anism than at the savage 
appetites of the Russian peasant. A mighty blow has fallen on our 
brethren; and our leaders, men of honour all, meet and decide what steps 
Anglo-Jewry shall take. ‘The decision was the inevitable one—* collect 
money.” Jews are used to that; moncy has been our only medium of inter- 
course with the nations these two thousand years. But never has Anglo- 
Jew, nor, with the possible éxception of the Roman community, who paid 
for their own conversion, any section of our people been asked to give 
under such degrading impositions. 

None of the money is to be spent in assisting the sufferers to emigrate to 
this country which our speakers, and they grow apace, are so fond of ealling 
“blessed.” If England be “ blessed,” then why discourage those most in 
need of her shelter? The explanation cffered by Mr. Claude Montefiore 
does scant credit to his heart or brain. All who run may read, and there 
are few of us who do not know the reason of this kow-tow to the latent anti- 
Semitism of both Government and people of this “ blessed” land. 

Let it not be supposed that I do not appreciate the liberty England has 
given her own, and in the past demanded for the downtrodden of other, 
countries. I object, however, to the perfervid terms in which our leaders 
are apt to refer both to England and her Government, because they suggest 
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lar too close an approximation of her moral, to her political, stature further efforts, and here is the solution of the clergyman who is crying 


The whole tenor of the proceedings of our representative bodies savours 
too strongly of CasuIstry ; weak measures are adopted so as lo assure 
unanimity in expression of what we know to be futile 

A public meeting is objected to because our leaders, mysteriously wise, 
think it unpropitious. Abortive interviews with ministers who, indeed, say 
little and do less, fill these worthy men with an almost sacred terror. With 
a hurried mumble of such words as “ gratitude,” “ government,” “ horror,” 
“ indignation,” and “ unpropitious,” they refasten the ill-fitting buckler of 
Christian indifference that was slipping from their Jewish breasts 

In what conceivable way could a public meeting ‘prejudice our core- 
ligionists ? It is true that at the present time when England possesses no 
orator, and Anglo-Jewry no statesman, it might do them but little good. <A 
public meeting might, however, show our brethren that the Ghetto stoop 
was leaving us, and that our fellow-citizens sympathised with them. That 
such a meeting could make their dreadful plight worse is to credit mankind 
with a nature still lower than the brute. 

The Russian massacres should not be used as a stalking-horse for any 
party, Zionist or Territorial. 

The political emancipation of Russia and her Jews is now but a question 
of years—perhaps but months. The microscopic fundamental difference 
between the moral standard of Englishmen and Russian is such that if 
our desire be merely lo see the persecuted Jew attain the dignity of the 
Anglo-Jew, of, to be less exacting, say that of the German, we have probably 
but a little while to wait. Political development may, and often does, 
proceed with the greatest rapidity, and with its advance goes security of life 
and property. Moral development which alone will stamp out anti- 
Semitism grows with the stars The two are incommensurate, but very 
often mistaken one for another. 

Money will feed the starving, clothe the naked, sympathy will soothe 
the broken-hearted, but rifles alone will hasten the political freedom of our 
persecuted brethren

The status of the Jew will always reinain precarious, and his 
securMy will always depend upon the whim of the populace until humanity 
as a whole shall step in and put an end to the | iat tragedy by sheer 
force. But it is the Jews themselves who have to bring such a state of 
things about. The Jew is physically impotent to enforce his will. But it 
has. been. truly said that the pen is mightier than the sword; and there 
are, thank God, a fair number of Jews in every land and clime who can 
wield the pen as no soldier can wield his sword. These literary giants should 
take up the cudgels on behalf of their wronged and outraged brethren, and 
move Devnet and earth by the stirring outpourings of their intellectual 
stores. They should flood the press of the world with appeals, dirges, and 
force of arguments. They should lay the case of the wandering Jew before 
the public bar, and plead his cause in a manner worthy of a great historic 
people 

The problem is so vast and complicated that its solution almost appears 
superhuman. No effort by the Jews themselves, however praiseworthy and 
laudable, can solve it. A practical and good scheme like the “ ITO” can, at 
most, only effect a partial relief, leaving the immense wound open and 
smarting. A world problem must be solved by ‘the entire world, and the 
world must. be appealed to to solve it. The Jew cannot be interminably fire- 
proof like the salamander of the fable. Christianity must be made to under- 
stand that it has not become supreme in the world in order to stand stil] 
and look on unconcerned as the fanatic elements of its adherents are 
slaughtering innocent aud defenceless people because they differ on points 
of belief. - Power has been given it to protect the weak and the helpless, and 
release the captives. 

Qur Russian coreligignists have arrayed themselves on the side of the 
Liberal and thinking population of Russia, and are helping to win the 
cause of freedom. But how different are the two positions. While the 
Russians are, so to speak, fighting behind their trenches. the Jews mav be 
said tu stand in the open battle-field surrounded by all their enemies. 
Before freedom will have secured a permanent basis in the dominions of 
the Tsar, the Jews there might be brought to such terrible straits that no 
strength and vitality may be left in them to enable them to enioy the dearly- 
bought freedom with any advantage. He who lives in the mouth of a lion. 
if is inevitable that he should be swallowed up by the ferocious animal 
if he tries to draw his teeth. The best way, if possible, is to escape, and 
leave the lion to fall into the snare spread by the hunter.

BREAD, MEAT, AND COAL CHARITIES. 


Sir,—I have watched the discussion upon this subject with much 
interest. While I am, personally, largely indebted to these charities for 
much assistance, without which 1 should find it very hard to carry on my 
work among the poor during the winter, I am bound to say that a fearfully 
large proportion of the bread, meat and coal tickets are absolutely wasted 
and, | do not hesitate to athirm. effect considerably more harm than good. 
l am in a position to form a fairly accurate opimion, and | estimate that no 
less than 50 per cent. of the tickets issued reach the wrong class ot people. 

There are many evils inseparable from the ticket system. (1) There ts 
ne means ot preventing unscrupulous persons gambling in the tickets. 
That 1s to say, some people use the tickets for their own purposes 
(2) Many of those who draw the tickets do not know how to make proper 
use of them. They give them, or send them, to anyone who writes a begging 
letter. or makes a begging call at their houses. Persons who would hesitate 
to give a shilling away without due enquiry, seem never to hesitate about 
viving or sending tickets to the value of many shillings, to anyone who 
applies for them. Last Winter I saw one man outside Swiss Cottage station 
telling over a bundle of “ Meshivas Nefesh” tickets, which must have been 
worth some pounds He had been round to the houses in Hampstead and 
had received these tickets at the doors from those who found it easy to gel 
rid of a beggar by giving a ticket and sending him away. 
(3) The tradesmen in the East of London, and many in the West End 
also. exact a discount which is never less than, 3d. on each ticket. A little 
while ago. ] summoned before the Beth Din a Jewish butcher who, I found, 
had been giving Is. 6d. worth of meat for each Is. Od. ticket His excuse to 
the Chief Rabbi was that it was the custom of the trade, and so it was, and 
«» it is for all I know. Then many of the recipients do not take goods for 
the tickets. but change them for cash.. For this a discount is also charged 
I induced the “ Meshivas Nefesh” Society to print on the face of each ticket 
a statement to the effect that the holder of the ticket 1s entitled to its full 
face »value. but I doubt if the desired effect is. secured (4) 
The wide issue of charity tickets has a most pernicious effect) upon 
the children of the poor. It is bad enough when men and women have to 
take charity, but, as far as possible, it will be agreed, no young child ought 
to see 118 parents recelve charity It is a bad upbringing Nevertheless, 
children are sent to the shops with the tickets, and I, theretore, 
that a further instruction be printed on all tickets that they must not be 
honoured when presented by anvone under, say, 16, and that any tradesman

great principle of charity is that it should lessen misery, not meret) 
without wenkening, hut by produc lng. self-reliance, 11 should do Kind AcTS, 
hut not diminish the energy or impair the character or morality of the 
recipient. Charities to the multitude are, as a rule, wrong, except such 
institutions as the North London Grocery Relief Fund, whose books are 
each week submitted to the Board of Guardians for report and criticism. 
But to be truly beneficial, charity must adjust its means to the wants of 
particular cases, and not leave them till it has effected a cure The use- 
fulness of all charitable institutions is increased and their injurious 
tendencies checked only if some sort of centralised organisation could be 
formed which would lead to thoroughness in the care of the unfortunate and 
the afflicted. And, further, adequacy of assistance can only be rendered 
where co-operation exists. Charity dispensed indiscriminately, separately, 
and unorganised cannot fail to be injurious, while combined and organised 
it can only be serviceable. If, however, the community is not yet ripe for 
the formation of a “charities board,” could not some system of mutual 
representation be devised which would aim at the prevention of overlapping 
and the maladministration of funds which, under the system now in vogue, 
cannot fail to take place ?

Srr,—The silence of the President of the Bread, Meat and Coal Society

In reply to Mr. de Smith permit me to say that the gravamen of my 
charge was not that the Society is conducted on the lottery system, or that 
it has invested funds and unnecessarily large working expenses, though 
these facts are sufficient to condemn it. My chief complaint is that it, and 
the East End Bread, Meat and Coal Society, and similar institutions, exist 
at all when larger organisations like the Jewish Board of Guardians are at 
hand to do what is necessary, and that no co-operation takes place between 
them of any kind.

JEWS AS CO-OPERATORS. 


Sir,—The communication in a recent issue signed “S. G.” on the above 
is distinctly interesting, but, without having the least desire to throw cold 
water upon what is now an accomplished fact, I yet fear there is little 
probability of a success. The causes of my doubt arise principally In Coli- 
sequence of the pronounced individualism of the Jew. “8S. G.” comments 
upon this, and evidently has in his mind the same doubt. 

For the past ten or twelve years | have acted in my professional capacity 
as Solicitor to the Stratford Co-operative Society, and consequently have 
come in contact with practically every society throughout the Kingdom in 
a greater or less degree, and last year, when the Co-operative Congress was 
held inh London, one could contirm trom personal discussion With the chief 
men of the movement, what were the essentials of success or of failure 
From the information that waa imparted to me, that, which formerly had 
been an impression, became a certainty, namely, that individualism in 
co-operation was practically an impossibility, and that the most successful 
societies emanated at the beginning from workshops, it being necessary that 
the Committee should have had the experience of sinking their own will 
and power for the benefit of their fellow-workers. Nowhere could this be 
achieved except through the training in great workshops. 

Your correspondent says that the Yiddish Co-operative and Industrial 
Society has only 149 members, and that the capital of £135 is modest. | 
agree, but I do not think it is any more modest—in fact, I believe it is a 
handsomer beginning than the great majority of the Societies had in 
starting. For instance, the Stratford Society, lke the great Rochdale 
Society, commenced business with less than £20 and fewer than 20 members 

In regard to the profits of societies, it 1s very wide of the mark to say 
that a member who expends £1 in three months receives a free gift of 
3s. 6d. at the end of the period. I do not think any society has ever earned 
that dividend, or, if earned, that it has earned it legitimately. A common 
practice until very recent years was to charge an excessive amount for the 
goods sold, so as to show an inflated profit, but this, one is glad to see, is 

enerally a thing of the past. The dividend generally paid is something 

etween Is. 6d. and 2s., and no properly-managed society ought to pay 
more, or less, than the amounts given. If more than 2s. is paid it means 
that the directors are speculating im their purchases, or charging an 
inflated price. If less than Is. 6d. is paid, after the society is on its feet 
it means that there is gross mismanagement. I am afraid that Mr. 
Rubenstein is very optimistic in believing that any member of a Co-operative 
Society will spend £104 per annum at the Society. A good customer is a 
man who spends about 10s. per week. 7 

_ The distribution of the profits of this new Co-operative Society is very 
similar to that of the orthodox Society, except that those in the orthodox 
Society are much more stringent and provide that there shall be reduction 
in the value of fixed stock at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, the reduc- 
tion being on the original stock. All buildings shall be reduced in value 
by 2 per cent. per annum on the original cost: the reserve fund. in addition 
to the feregoing, shall be 1 per cent. per annum: 1 per cent. of the nett 
profits shall be devoted to an educational fund. The fact of such reserves 
as the foregoing in a big society means that the credit and assets are 
m prem | unassailable. It might be interesting to note that the turnover 
of the Wholesale Co-operative Society exceeds £20,000,000 per annum. The 
profits are on the same colossal scale.

The Anti-Jewish Atrocities in Russia. 


Further Narratives. 


MEMORIAL SERVICES AND PROTEST MEETINGS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


St. PeterspurG, NOVEMBER L4TH. 

[I am still sorely oppressed by the news of the terrible unprecedented 
jewish massacres which still here and there spread fearful devastation and 
bloodshed. I am still unable to collect my thoughts and order my mind to 
give a calm account of the situation. For if wholesale massacres such as 
those at Odessa, Kieff, Kishineff, Klizabethgrad, and Rostoff have not 
curred in the last two or three days, anti-Jewish excesses and outrages on 
Jewish communities have not yet entirely ceased. The vyeneral panic is, 
therefore, greater than ever. Beyond platonic declarations and fine phrases, 
nothing has come from the Government, as was only to be expected. The 
real authors of the massacres are still in othece, ana have not heen delivered 
up to justice, and the Government have not moved a finger to alleviate the 
boundless misery of the hundreds of thousands of Jews who have been 
ruined by the excesses, of the thousands of widows and orphans who are 
without help, protection, and shelter. This apathy is not displayed by 
the Government alone, but also by Russian society, and even by its pro- 
gressive elements. NO collection has he nm made for the benefit of the suf- 
ferers, no united protest has been made, no indignation meeting has been 
held. Moreover, the articles and reports on the exXAcesses, even In the 
Liberal press, are glossed over and coolly worded. There is nota sign of 
honest regret or of an energetic appeal for help. It is true that the pro- 
gressive organisations have included the political equality of the Jews in 
their programmes, as well they might, seeing that in all these societies Jews 
are among the most active, brave, and self-sacrificing members. But 
practical help has not been extended by them to the victims of the outrages, 
whereas we Jews have been the first to suffer for our particpation in the 
liberal movement. The latest excesses are nothing but an act of revenge 
on the Jews on the part of the old régime 

I have before me a batch of newspaper reports taken from journals of 
varying political colour, but which satan eke all coincide as to the 
genesis and origin of the latest excesses, and prove irrefutably that they 
were, if not organised, then acquiesced in, and supported, by the Govern- 
ment. In the hundred odd Jewish communities within and without the 
Pale of Settlement where anti-Jewish excesses raged, they started at one 
and the same time, and after the same stereotyped pattern. They all com- 
menced on the 3lst October, or Ist November, and began with a patriotic 
manifestation, which generally followed the political demonstrations of the 
progressive elements. The “ loyal” manifestation was opened by a solemn 
service in the Orthodox Cathedrals, and was consecrated by a patriotic 
sermon by a prominent priest, which incited the congregation sub rosa 
against the infidel and unbelieving mutineers who desired to dethrone the 
orthodox Little Father Tsar, and place a non-believing usurper on the 
Russian throne. Among those who especially distinguished themselves by 
these bloodthirsty sermons were the Metropolitan of Moscow and his assist- 
ants, Bishops Nicon and Tripon, Bishop Hermogen of Saratoff, and Arch- 
'nshop Dimitrius, of Kherson, of whom the first three are said to have been 
summoned to St. Petersburg by the new Procurator of the Holy Synod, 
Prince Obolensky, to give an explanation of their conduct. After the service 
followed a solemn procession through the chief streets of the respective 
‘owns with holy images, church banners, crucifixes, and the portrait of the 
sar, led® by clergy, disguised police officials, gendarmes, and professional 
agitators, and accompanied by bands with song and the pealing of bells. 
\t public squares a halt was made and irresponsible demagogues turned to 
‘he public with inflammatory speeches against the Jews which bluntly 
declared that a royal Ukase had come from St. Petersburg command- 
ing that the Jews were to be plundered for three days, and their goods 
and property to be destroyed, and they themselves, especially if they 
ffered the least resistance, were to be murdered and annihilated. and that 
the police and military had received orders to render assistance. After 
Jewish wine-shops had been stormed, and the rabble had become intox- 
cated, they went under the direction of, their intelligent leaders, split up 
into several groups, into various parts of the town, where they abandoned 
themselves to the work of plutider and destruction, during which Christian 
business-houses and dwellings were carefully avoided and protected. It 
is remarkable that in the towns outside the Pale, where the number of the 
Jews is very small, and where they are distributed among the various streets, 
‘heir businesses and houses were picked out for pillage and annihilation— 
a task not easy, which indicates careful preparation. 

A quite new and distinguishing characteristic of the present atrocities 
that differentiates them from earlier disorders is the deliberate way in 
which they were provoked. According to the accounts of eye-witnesses, a 
member of the “ Black Hundreds” fired a shot ostensibly at the military, 
but really in the air. This gave the soldiers an excuse for firing on the 
Jews, and at Jewish houses and shops. By this means the riots were given 
& sanguinary dénouement. ‘The military, which, up to that point, 
had stood apathetically by,. was thus brought into action. All 
this points to a long prepared and well thought-out plan of 
action. The truth of this conjecture is more clearly confirmed 
by the action of the police and military. They were either 
totally absent, idle spectators or, as was very frequently the case, them- 
selves participated in the outrages, protecting and assisting the rioters and 
using their weapons with deadly effect wherever the Jews attempted to 
defend themselves. The plundered property was publicly, and without 
hindrance, placed on carts and taken away, or sold on the spot at ridiculous 
prices in the presence of the police and soldiery. Whatever could not be 
immediately sold or taken away was mercilessly, and without the least 
concealment, torn to shreds or smashed to atoms. Many of the peaceable 
inhabitants, merchants, officials, ete., who did not personally participate in 
the work of destruction, did not shrink from sharing the plundered Jewish 
property with the rioters. At the house of a major on active service in Kieff 
a whole transport wagon full of the most valuable goods was discovered after 
the outrages. In the barracks of the garrison of that city the examining 
judge found goods to the value of 10,000 roubles. Wherever the Jews went 


out of the way of the rioters, fled, or sought refuge with Christian friends, 
the number of victims was smaller, but wherever the Jews organised self- 


defence which, up to a certain point, was successiul, the police , and 
military went on the side of the rioters, disarmed the Jews, and fired on 
them with unexampled ferocity, especially in Odessa and Kishineff, where 
not only rifles, but guns with case shot, were used, thus instituling a 
veritable Orgle of blood. According to the report of the Kuaskoe Slovo, the 
number of murdered in Odessa amounts to 1,100, of whom 80 per cent. are 
Jews, and the number of seriously wounded is 3,500. According to the 
estimates of other newspaper correspondents, the number of killed is 5,000, 
and wounded 10,000. On one day alone (Tuesday, November 7th) in the 
Jewish Cemetery at Odessa 227 victims of the massacres were buried—3o tn 
each grave. The Armenian massacres at Baku, which filled the whole 
civilised world with horror and disgust, are lost in comparison with the 
colossal extent and depths of bestiality of the Jewish blood-bath at Odessa, 
and similarly the Kishineff massacre in 1903 absolutely pales before the 
latest blood-thirsty excesses in this unfortunate (now completely ruined) 
Jewish community. The details of the brutality practised during the latest 
outrages, of which the papers are overflowing, are so terrible, so horrifying 
that it revolts my manhood to refer to them. “Such brutalities were per- 
petrated,” says one correspondent, “as one might only expect to meet 
among savage cannibals in some African desert.” 

| have given a description, which may be taken as typical, of all the 
massacres, and this is sufficient to prove, that they were organised 
from above—by the Central Government, by Trepoff, the hireling of Plehve, 
who was the author of all the excesses since the eighties. Proof is also 
furnished by the stereotyped epilogue to all the riots. After the savage 
hordes had finished their devilish work, when they had had their fill of 
murder, and there was nothing more to plunder or destroy, and foreign’ 
countries were beginning to murmur—then only did the’ priests, under 
superior orders, utter identical words of warning to the following effect 
“We Christians have been commanded to love even our enemies, and not 
to take revenge on those who have done us harm, but to forget the wrong.” 
This sounds as if the Jews had been massacring the Christians! After the 
manifesto of the clergy came proclamations by the Governors, who, under 
the disguise of holy justice, turned to the public with oily phrases and 
vague threats of punishment for any excesses and deeds of violence. All 
these were drafted according to one pattern, and were chiefly intended 
for foreign consumption. 

Yes, that is our one consolation in our unspeakable misery. ~ For, 
although the authorities pretend that they do not care a jot for foreign 
opinion, and can do at home what they please, yet in reality they do have to 
consider foreign opinion, and even foreign Jewish opinion, being forced to 
do so by their financial difficulties. They must not get too deeply into the 
Jewish bankers’ bad ‘books, or they might spoil their indispensible credit. 
Those closely acquainted with Russian affairs are fully aware that the 
latest victory of Count Witte over the reactionary party, involving the fall 
of the all-powerful Trepoff, bears close relation to the launching of the 
forthcoming loan. 

Nevertheless, we are standing on a case of dynamite, on the crater of a 
voleano. Onee the Government has placed its loan, and is no longer 
embarassed, the reactionary party with the Grand Dukes at their head might 
very easily gain the upper hand. Trepoff, who remains in the_ Tsar's 
entourage as chief court chamberlain, might then, as military dictator, 
suppress the liberal movement with a firm hand. The manifesto of October 
30th would thus become a dead letter, the old régime would be “ provision- 
ally” restored, and the land placed under military law. This last measure 
has. indeed, been partially introduced, namely, in the ten Governments of 
the Kingdom of Poland and in the Governments of Saratoff, Tschernigoff, 
and Tamboff, apart from those Governments where military law, proclaimed 
some time ago, is still in force. What will follow when the whole country is 
under military law, a military dictatorship, whether in the person of a 
Trepoff or any other potentate, Is established, and the political liberties 
promised in the manifesto of October 30th are shattered, 1s not difficult to 
foresee. A general political strike, accompanied by an agrarian rising, 
would then be inevitable. The Revolution would break out with over- 
whelming violence. The Radical and revolutionary parties, with bloody 
weapons in their hands, would rise like one man and terrorise the more 
moderate elements forcing them to co-operate in compelling the Govern- 
ment to give way, in which, however, they are not likely to succeed. The 
Government would probably resort to a desperate counter-revolution in 
which the Jews would serve as suitable and ready-made targets. 

Unfortunately, this outlook, in the event of the successful launching 
of the loan, is all the more to be realised inasmuch as Count Witte has not 
shown himself energetic enough, or has not the necessary influence, to 
uproot once and for all the old régime, to grant the moderate demands of 
the constitutional parties, to carry out the promises of the manifesto, and 
eventually to grant universal suffrage. As he still hesitates or is forced to 
sit on the fence, and especially as he has not shown the necessary energy 
to dismiss and punish the Governors and other officials who have so deeply 


compromised themselves by the Jewish massacres, he can, and will, never 


enjoy the confidence and support of the progressive and constitutional 
arties. The disturbances throughout the Empire are bound to continue. 
Vitte is not equal to his gigantic task of restoring order. Hence the fear 
of the military dictatorship of Trepoff, with all its possible terrible con- 
sequences for us Jews. 

There is only one thing that can save Russia from such a fearful 
prospect, and that is that the Government may be forced by lack of money 
speedily to summon the State Duma, and grant a full, free constitution 
involving the absolute and complete equality of the Jews. Such an 
eventuality is not impossible. If the State Duma were elected on the 
basis of universal suffrage the complete emancipation of the Jews would 
be probable. The “League of Leagues” and the Congress of Municipal 
delegates have both included the equality of all citizens without distinction 
of race or creed in their political programmes. But if the present mode 
of election prevails, even with the projected alterations, then Jews have 
nothing but mischief to expect from it. For it will provoke revolution and 
counter-revolution with all their horrors, and then we are lost and des- 
troyed without hope of salvation. I look forward very pessimistically to the 
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future of the Jews in Russia. May the All-good prove me to be a false 


prophet! 


Renewed Outbreak at Kishineff. 

It was reported by Reuter yesterday week that the town of kKishinefl 
was in a desperate condition. The authorities were not taking any 
measures to prevent a repetition of the recent disorders. Neither did they 
permit the prosecution of the hooligans, who were openly preparing a fresh 
massacre. Telegraphic complaints and entreaties addressed by the Jewish 
population to St. Petersburg were stopped by the Governors. 

The result was seen in the following despatch sent by the Daily Chronicle 
correspondent at St. Petersburg last Sanday : 

Grave disorders broke out at Kishineff yesterday. An anti-Semitic mob devastated 
numbers of Jewish shops. robbingand burning. Alexandrokati Street was entirely 
destroved A number of Jews joined the students in an attempt to disperse the 
criminals, a large number being killed and wounded on both sides. The Russian 
authorities at Reni, (ngheni and other towns are disarming the Jews, at the same 
time refusing them passes, thus making it impossible for them to escape other 
massacres which are being planned Che military authorities are indifferent Great 
numbers of Jews in Bessarabia are dying of starvation 

The Times of Tuesday published a telegram from Vienna confirming the 
news of the outbreak. This despatch stated : 

The Nene F Prease publishes a telegram from Bucharest reproducing news 
from Jassy, according to which anti-Jewish excesses were renewed at Kishinell on 
Saturday. The mob attacked the few remaining Jewish shops, which they looted and 
burned. Jewish youths, supported by the students, made a desperate resistance, in the 
course of which many were killed and injured 


The Situation at Odessa. 


The Standard correspondent at (dessa called, by invitation, on the 
Civil Governor, General Grigorieff, last Thursday week. General Crigo- 
riefl, while frankly and sympathetically admitting the horrible cruelties per- 
petrated upon the Jews under the regime of his predecessor, desired the 
correspondent to deny the many maliciously-invented charges now current, 
such as the report that the bodies of sixteen young Jewish girls were, on the 
preceding night, flang from the windows of the Cossack barracks, and the 
statement that all the military barracks were tilled with Jewish loot. 
Independent investigation, says the correspondent, corroborated these dis- 
claimers, but it should be remembered, he remarked, that nothing is 
inherently impossible or improbable in the charge levelled against the 
Cossack Bashi-bozouks. His Excellency, added the correspondent, was aware 
of the threatened renewal of the Judenhetcc, but was prepared mercilessly 
to crush the first attempt at excesses. The correspondent stated, however, 
that while accepting the bona fides of these official assurances, he refrained 
advisedly from expressing unqualified confidence in the Executive's fulfil- 
ment of them. Receiving the Chief Kabbi last week, the Prefect 
said that he made no distinction of nationality, and the Jews might live in 
peace and confidence. He guaranteed perfect order, and it was his intention to 
devote his energies to securing appeasement and a good understanding 
between the dillerent sections of the population. 

An appeal to the population, signed by the Archbishop, the lrefect, the 
Mayor, the Rector, the Judges, and other authorities, was published On the 
same day, reassuring the citizens, promising the restoration of order, and 
calling on the inhabitants to return to their normal occupations. Neverthe- 
less, the foreign passport department and the railway booking-oflices were 
last week daily besieged by those endeavouring to flee from the city. 
Tickets for the Western frontier had to be booked ten days ahead. 

The Tines reported last Friday that the local papers at Odessa had, 
the previous day, published the names of the police oflicers who were known 
to have participated in the plunder of Jewish property. It was added that 
the accounts of incendiary damage had been greatly exaggerated. 

Reuter’s Agency, telegraphing on Saturday last, stated that the Prefect 
had prohibited the establishment of a military force by the municipality, and 
had intimated that he would only allow the formation of an unarmed guard 
to assist the police. Uneasiness still prevailed in the city, and the exodus 
continued, many persons leaving by steamer, through fear of violence at the 
railway station, 

The Daily Chronicle printed on Saturday the following statement, 
written by an English resident in Odessa to his father, a well-known trades- 
man in the Crystal Palace district :—

infuriated mob by pouring boiling water down and keeping up an inceseant revolve: 
tire, but all tono purpose The mob eained access to the hous: , and after screwing the 
inmates arms and legs off, hurled the mutilated bodies to the “ wild beasts” below 
from this one house alone three wagon loads of dead were removed, estimated at a 
hundred souls, including women and children. ; 

The Daily Chronicle on Monday printed the following extract from a 
letter received by Messrs. ©. Hirsch and Co., of Fenchurch Street, E.C., from 
the heads of a leading mercantile house in Odessa : — 

What has passed here, in these bloody days, batiles description. Thousands of 
mutilated corpses, tens of thousands of wounded, of orphans and homeless and breadd- 
less wretches. Local contributions are scarcely able to alleviate a trifling part of the 
misery. ihe need is most pressing. 

The Times correspondent at Odessa, telegraphing on Sunday, stated 
that the Jewish Advocates’ Committee reports that 8,000 Jewish families 
were affected in a lesser or greater degree by the outbreak. Of these 5,000 
are the families of clerks and persons of the merchant classes. The remainder 
belong to the labouring classes. 

The Standard correspondent at Odessa stated on Monday that the city 
was still disquieted by the reiterated threats of the “ Black Gang ” to deliver 
an organised attack on the intellectuals. The correspondent added :— 

The exodus of foreigners and Russians who are in affluent circumstances increases 
daily. ‘Thirty British residents leave this week. The Consuls are advising that all 
women and children should be sent away. In an interview I have had with M. Perga- 
ment, the prospective Odessa member of the Duma, he said that, notwithstanding the 
gloomy situation and the extreme hazard of prophesying, he was of opinion that there 
would be no further bloodshed, at least before the crucial period of the assembling of 
the Duma, although sporadic disturbances were not improbable. He based this view 
on the fact that the plot planned by Generals Trepoff, Komaroff and Gringmut. and 
executed by suborned provincial Governors and their police, had utterly disgraced 
Russia in the eyes of the whole world. Any attempted repetition of such conduct 
would bring about an international boycott of the Government, entailing inevitable 
national bankruptcy. 

Reuter, telegraphing on Monday, reported that 600 hooligans met on 
the previous day and decided to take revenge on the Jewish students on 
account of the depositions they had made bringing accusations against the 
lower classes. | 

Libau. 


Reuter’s Agency reported on Thursday that a police official named 
Klage, who was endeavouring to incite people whom he found drinking in 
the taverns at night to attack the Jews, and spending his money freely in 
treating the patrons of these establishments, was captured by a crowd, tried 
summarily by an improvised court, condemned to death and shot. Another 
account of the incident states :— 

A police agent named Kluge was observed offering tavern frequenters money to

Riots at Bobrinetz. 
Fresh anti-Jewish disorders were reported from this town on the 18th. 


St. Petersburg. 

The Daily Telegraph correspondent at St. Petersburg, writing on Friday, 
stated that two or three individuals in Zoamensky Street entered a chemist 's 
shop, and ordered the clerks to cease work and join a strike, but met with a 
refusal. Some old-world Russians heard angry voices, saw the preachers 0; 
the strike, and crying out “ They are Jews!" fell upon them and mauled they) 
severely, but without actually endangering life. 

The Standard correspondent stated in a despatch last Saturday tha: 
“ disgusted capitalists, panic-stricken Jews, and others, afraid of the ‘ blacks 
had withdrawn five millions sterling through the Credit Lyonnais alone 
during the month.” 

Disorders in the Province of Poltava. 

Reuter's agency reported last Friday, that in the Province of Poltaya 
the disorders were chiefly against the Jews. Owing to the lack of troops the 
rural police were being provided with horses by the Zemstvos and sent ‘. 
the worst parts. Much alarm was felt in the Province. 


Murder of Jews in Warsaw. 

Last Sunday evening, in Krucza Street, two Jews were killed and one 
wounded who had refused to make a contribution of 300 roubles (£50) to the 
Socialistic fund.

Mr. Schiff expresse:| 
the opinion that the funds should be devoted to the relief of all who ha: 
suffered from the disturbances. This suggestion gave rise to an excited 
debate ; and finally the distribution of the money was left to the discretion 
of the Committee of fifty. 

Mr. Abraham Cahan, Chairman of a Committee appointed at a meeti: 
held on the preceeding Sunday, reported that at a conference which to 
place Monday evening it had been decided to appoint a day of mournins 
and protest. On that day all Jewish labourers should lay aside their wor 
and join in demonstrations of protest which are to be held in all large citi 
in the United’States, culminating in mass-meetings, while in every synagogu 
memorial services shall be conducted. Every Jewish organisation in the 
country is to be called upon to send a delegation to Washington, where, | 
all bodies complied with such a decision, over 5,000 persons could be gathere«. 
These would then organise a demonstration, march in the most solemn order 
to the White House, and there present an address to President Roosevel'. 
It has also been decided by this Committee to ask Jews with more than 
ordinary means for liberal contributions, while the mass of the Jewish popu 
— will be asked to give an amount equal to 10 per cent. of their monthly 
rental. 

A letter has been sent to President Roosevelt by the General Committee 
of District Grand Lodge No. 1, Independent Order Free Sons of Israel, asking 
him to bring his influence to bear to prevent further sufferings on the part 
of Russian Jews. 


Telegrams from Lord Rothschild and Mr. Schiff. 


The following is the text of the telegram which Mr. Jacob Schill 
addressed to President Roosevelt :— 


The reports of massacres of Jews in Odessa and other parts of Russia are so rev!!! 
ing that, reluctantly as I do so, | feel to be justified in asking whether you can see 
your way to inquire from Ambassador Meyer whether, in his opinion, any expressio” 
on the part of this Government might be of any avail in inducing vigorous measures 
on the part of the Russian authorities to stop these terrible atrocities. 1 understand 
the difficulties of the situation, but when humanity stands aghast conventionalities 
must stand aside. 


Following a cablegram from Lord Rothschild on Sunday, November 5th, 
came the following :.

Please inform Jacob Schiff, of Kuhn, Loeb and Co., that I confirm my yesterday > 
message en clair, We are consulting and acting with Russo-Jewish Committee here. 
We have spoken to our Government. They are most friendly disposed and considering

ines. So far as sending money to destitute —_ - 


our Government or on parallel 
Russsia is concerned, have already obtained from Government that money shoul 
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sent through diplomatic agents, because Russian reactionary party will not then be 
able to say that foreign Jews are fomenting revolution and money will not be 
plundered or taken from destitute Jews We propose writing official letter to Lord 
Lansdowne to-morrow, placing sum of money at disposal of diplomatic agents. Jacob 
Schiff will no doabt commanicate with us on this*point direct. Kindly give the matter 
immediate attention. 

Mr. Schiff replied as follows : — 

Entirely approve your plan. Have called meeting communal leaders to-morrow 
to organise relief. Have no doubt that proposition to act in conjunction with you will 
pe adopted, _ Meantime will hold myself responsible for initial New York remittance, 
50,000 dols. No doubt larger amount will result to-morrow. Oscar Straus in Washing- 
ton to-day for personal conference. Witte cabled me expressing horror, assuring 
Government doing utmost but adds local authorities have lost control 

A number of messages, says the Jewish Comment, were also exchanged 
between Mr. Schiff and Dr. Paul Nathan and the Hilfsverein der Deutscher 
Juden, in which, besides the immediate sending of relief by that body, ‘t was 
also agreed that Dr. Nathan should go to Count Witte as the representative 
of the international relief movement. 


RELIEF FUNDS ON THE CONTINENT. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
PARIS, 21st NOVEMBER, 


A Committee has been formed in Brussels, and comprises among its 
members several of the foremost Catholics in Belgium. In its appeal 
for funds to relieve the distress, the Committee says: —“ We will not 
exclude from our help the friends and defenders whom the Jews have found 
among their Christian brethren, victims, like themselves, of recent excesses. 
Tolerant and free Belgium will deem it an honour to participate with 
charitable enthusiasm in a work in which the nations of Europe and America 
are energetically rivalling each other.’ The Relief Committee consists of 
Baron Lambert, President of the Central Consistory of the Jews in Belgium ; 
MM. Beernaert and J. le Jeune, Ministers of State: A. Bloch, Grand Rabbin 
of Belgium ; J. Cassel and E. de Mot, Burgomaster of Brussels ; Hector 
Denis, member of the Chamber of Representatives ; P. Errera, Professor at 
the University ; Franz Philippson and H. Stern. The Committee has already 
collected nearly 200,000 francs. The Municipal Council of Antwerp has 
given a touching manifestation of humane solidarity. Quite unsolicited it 
has voted 2,500 frances to the local Relief Committee. 

At Metz an. appeal has been issued, signed by the Chief Rabbi, 
Protestant clergymen and high dignitaries of the Catholic church. In 
Switzerland, Christians are everywhere joining Jews in their charitable 
efforts. At Copenhagen, a Committee of ten members has been formed, five of 
them Jews and the other five Christians. The appeal is signed by the bishop and 
the Mayor of Copenhagen. (ur coreligionists in Bavaria, at Frankfort and 
in other parts of Germany have also found hearty co-operation among the 
liberal sections of the non-Jewish populations. 

The amounts collected till to-day by the Alliance Israclite Universelle 
total about 1,000,000 frances, of which 750,000 francs were subscribed in 
Paris. Donations continue to flow in from all parts. Several are for small 
amounts, which bear testimony to touching solidarity, as for example, the 
donations of the aged inmates and the sick patients of the Rothschild 
Hospital ‘in Paris, who collected 310 frances; the little girls of the Alliance 
Israelite School in Salonica, who sent 150 frances; and the pupils of the 
Allianee Girls’ School at Tunis, who forwarded 300 frances. I should also 
mention the donations of Baroness de Nolcken, niece of the Governor of 
Tomsk where massacres occurred, M. Anatole Leroy-leaulieu, the eloquent 
Catholic defender of oppressed Jews, and the Marquis and Marchioness de 
Chasseloup-Laubat. Among other recent donations from Jewish sources are 
Baroness Edmond de Rothschild, 20,000 frances: Baroness Salamon de Roth- 
schild, MM. Michel Ephrussi, Cahen d’Anvers and Co., Ferdinand bischoll- 
sheim, 10,000 frances each; collected by Madame Salomon Reinach for the 
purchase of clothing, 10,000 franes; Baron Theodore de Hirsch, 5,000 francs ; 
and M. Raphael Bischoffsheim, depaty, 1,000 frances. 

At its meeting yesterday the Municipal Council of Paris passed a 
resolution aflirming its sympathy for the Russian people who are straggling 
for their liberty. 


Dr. Cohn, Rabbi of Basle, has issued a protest against the atrocities, and 
has made an appeal for funds for the relief of the sufferers. The appeal is 
signed by the President of the Government, the President of the National 
Council, all the Councillors and the leading members of the clergy. Nearly 
100,000 franes have been collected in Basle alone. 

The amount collected by the Israelite Alliance in Vienna up to 
the 20th inst. was 360,000 kronen. At a conference hel between the 
Executive of the Ailiance and delegates of the Bnei Brith Lodges; the 
Zionist Organisation and the Austrian Jewish Union, it was unanimously 
resolved to further throughout the Empire the action initiated by the 
Alliance.

The following accounts of the massacres are given by the Voskhod :— 


Rostoff-on-Don. 


The outbreak at Rostoff-on-Don began, on October 28th, with the agitators 
advising the small tradesmen to close their shops. The tradesmen resisted, 
and severely handled the disturbers of the peace. An attempt was made to 
demolish the synagogue and the Jewish quarter, but after some damage 
being done, the rioters were dispersed by the troops. Two days later the 
outbreak was renewed, the mob consisting of dock-labourers and the refuse 


of the population. Jewish shops were destroyed, thirt y of the richest being 
pillaged. At one o'clock in the morning the clergy paraded the streets 
bearing holy images and flags, but without result. The rioting continued 
on the following day. Hundreds of trading establishments were attacked, 
the ringleaders acting on a previously arranged plan. Many Jews fell 
victims to the rabble, while many others were impoverished. It was not 
until five days after the outrages began that the authorities showed any 
signs of activity. Meanwhile, not a single Jewish place of business was left 
standing, the mob carrying away in vehicles the goods they had contained. 
Many of the thieves’ houses were turned into warehouses glutted with 
Jewish property. The devastation in the Jewish quarter baffles description, 
the synagogue having finally been burned to the ground. The Jewish Self- 
Defence Brigade resisted the attacks of the hooligans, who swept the 
town in groups, bearing flags. An.extraordinary meeting of the Municipality 
was held, which decided to request the Prefect of the town to take measures 
for a speedy restoration of order. Many people were killed and wounded 
during the disorders, especially Jews. With the arrival of troops the 
population began toquiet down. An active part in the suppression of the 
riots was taken by men from the Viadikavkas Railway. The oflicial 
figures show that on October 3lst, 34 were killed and 159 
dangerously wounded. A number of streets are in ruins and the entire 
New Market district is destroyed by flames. The local bankers met and 
decided not to press the merchants who had suffered from the riots. The 
losses are estimated to amount to many millions. The most remarkable 
point about the disorders is the fact that the hooligans numbered less than 
ahundred men. It is incomprehensible why this handful of roughs was not 
dispersed at the very beginning of the outbreak. The town has sent a repre- 
sentative (Mr. Cohen) to St. Petersburg, in order to report to Count Witte 
on what had occurred. The Commercial Club has undertaken the care of 
several of the families of the Self-Defence Brigade, as well as of the sufferers 
in general, having set aside 10,000 roubles for that purpose. It has also 
expelled from its membership Count Pilar, the Prefect, and the Police 
Master, Prokopovich, who remained passive during the Pogrom. 


Kieff. 

The rioting which began on October 31st is attributed to the tearing of 
the Tsar's portrait by Jewish youths. The outrages on that day took the 
form of attacks on Jewish shops, offices and dwelling-houses. In several 
streets all the Jewish business premises were demolished. The oflices of 
some of the newspapers were guarded by groups of the Self-Defence League, 
who dispersed the rioters with revolver-fire. The troops poured volleys 
into houses whence firing proceeded, and the streets were littered with the 
debris of furniture, soiled goods, torn business books and documents. Every- 
thing of value was looted. The Council of the Volytechnic Institute 
telegraphed to Count Witte an account of what was taking place, informing 
him that the troops were participating in the riots, and begging him to 
deprive the military of their power. Private people, town councillors. and 
various unions, such as those of the Engineers, Lawyers and teachers, sent 
similar appeals, but all without the expected result, as the Pogrom went on 
for three days, the self-defenders being ruthlessly shot down. All the Jewish 
dwelling-houses were demolished and the streets strewn with the broken frag- 
ments of furniture, etc. In the aristocratic part of the town, the Lipki, a row 
of mansions belonging to Leo Brodsky, Halperin, Alexander Brodsky, Baron 
Giinzburg, Epstein, and others, was dlestroyed. The rich establishments 
were turned into heaps of dust. (ne of Mr. Alexander Brodsky’s sons, a 
student of the Kieff University, rushed into the street, fired his gun and 
killed a servant. From the villa of Baron Giinzburg revolvers were fired 
into the mob. Alexander Brodsky and his two sons have been arrested. In 
their home were found revolvers, guns and cartridges. The casualties on 
the 3ist October and Ist November are said to amount to sixty killed and 
369 wounded. When quiet was restored the police searched the houses to 
discover the looted Jewish property. 


Saratoff. 

During the riots here the Synagogue and the Talmud Torah building 
were pillaged and burned to the ground. The Scrolls of the Law were torn 
toshreds which were thrown into the fire. The troops arrived on the scene 
too: late. The Jewish merchants who were ruined in the Pogrom have 
declared themselves bankrupt. They are bringing an action for damages 
agaipst the Vice-Giovernor Knol and the police officials. 

Minsk. 

Fifty-four corpses lay in the Jewish cemetery on November Ist as a result 
of the riots. Among the Jewish victims was the lawyer Yentiss, who was 
killed by one of the police. He was buried with great pomp. At a meeting 
of railway servants it was resolved not to resume work until those who took 
part in the butchery of 3lst October had been dismissed. The municipality 
issued an appeal to the people pointing out that the Festival of Freedom had 
been darkened at Minsk by the action of the local authorities, as a result of 
which 100 people had been killed and many hundreds wounded. The Muni- 
cipality also resolved to organise a night watch, and erect in the Station 
Square a monument to those who had perished in the riots. The policeman 
who killed the lawyer, Yentiss, has been arrested. 


Gadiatch. 

Rioting broke out here on November 3rd, at four o'clock in the afternoon, 
the mob destroying some twenty Jewish shopsand houses, throwing furniture 
and goods into the streets, and carrying away articles of value. The pogrom is 
said to have been caused by a demonstration made by Jews on hearing the 
news of the Tsar’s manifesto. It was carried on by peasants and young boys, 
the crowd looking on passively, unable to interfere. Thanks, however, to 
the intervention of the population, the riots were stopped by the 8th Novem- 
ber, after twenty shops and eighty houses had been demolished and luoted. 
The ringleaders were arrested. 

Reval. 

Rumours were afloat on November 5th of another impending outbreak. 
The subscriptions on behalf of the orphans of the victims of the previous 
pogrom continue to come in. 

Annaneff. 

Jewish houses were destroyed and pillaged in various villages. Pogroms 

have taken place in Mordarovka and Annaneff. 


Koselzk. 
On November 4th, at ten o’clock at night, some fifty hooligans attacked 
the Jewish dwellings, though a few shots would have sufliced to disperse 


them. 
Nieshin. 

On the day after the promulgation of the Tsar's manifesto a panic 
occurred. Jewish and Christian schoolboys demanded the closing of the 
shops. The tradesmen: protested, and a fight began, culminating in a Jewish 
pogrom. The attack on the Jews lasted all through the night and following 
day, all the shops and markets in the suburbs being plundered. 


Kherson. 
The anti-Jewish outbreak began at mid-day on October 3lst. On the 
following morning the pogrom was still proceeding, under the eyes of the 
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police and troops, the markets and the outskirts of the town suffering most. 
In the alternoon a company of soldiers opened fire, sending a volley into the 
hooligans, of whom six were killed, The riots subsequently subsided, The 
suburbs and the syuares presented a terrible picture of devastation. The 


only suflerers were the small Jewish tradespeople and the Jewish shops. 
Many Jews were also wounded. 


\ proclamation by the Governor, ordering 
the military to restore order by force, was posted all over the town. 
Backmut. 

All the Jewish shops were destroyed and looted on the 2nd of November. 
On the following day great tires broke out, and private dwellings were 
pillaged, the police and military remaing inactive. The local military 
Governor, Selivanofl, who took over the command, refused to take energetic 
measures, called in the troops and gave the drunken hooligans a free hand. 
A terrible panic resulted, largely contributed to by the fact that no trains 
were ranning, while the roads were impracticable, owing to the rain. The 
lawyer Grusenberg sent the following telegram to the N -vosti: —* The popu- 
lation beseech you to approach the authorities and request them immediately 
to order the military Commander, Selivanoff, and the local Ispravnik to 
defend and save 

Ekaterinoslav 

A pogrom broke out on November Ist, during a manifestation.on the 
part of the railway men. Several people were killed, including the Ispravnik. 
Great fires broke out in many places on the outskirts of the town during the 
night, 

Balta. 

Over sixty Jewish shops were burned in the pogrom. The central part 

of Birsula, inhabited by the Jews, was destroyed in the flames. 
Akkerman. 

Many were killed and wounded in the pogrom. The company of soldiers 
stationed in the town were powerless to restore order. Troops were sent 
for. 

Libau. 
Placards were posted throughout the town in which the local Jews 
stated that the charge preferred against them of being revolutionary 
agitators, who seek to possess themselves of power, was a calumny set about 


by evil-disposed persons. The appeal concluded with the words: 


“ Long 
Live the Constitutional Monarchy ! ” 


Zolotonoscha. 
This town was destroyed and burned to the ground during the anti-Jewish 
riots. live hundred Jewish families are said to be literally starving. Rabbi 
Fradkin telegraphs for immediate help. 
Y ousovka. 

A terrible pogrom broke out here on November 2nd, in the course of 
which many were killed and wounded, The outbreak lasted two days, 
almost all the Jewish property in the town being destroyed. Miners 
searched for Jews hidden in the neighbouring villages. The synagogue was 
destroyed, the Scrolls of the Law being flung into the street. 

Orsha. 

On November ‘$rd, during a “patriotic’’ demonstration, two Jewish 
families, consisting of four men and four women, were put to death under 
the eyes of the police. 

The organised riots continued for four days. Over thirty Jews were 
killed under the eyes of the police and troops, those who ventured to defend 
themselves being terribly handled. The shops were destroyed, 


Nieshin. 
A Jewish pogrom raged on November Ist. 
in the outskirts were destroyed. 
Obukhoff. 
An anti-Jewish outbreak took place in this townlet on November ith. 
Tiraspol. 
Troops were dispatched to quell the anti-Semitic pogrom in this town. 


Razdielnaya. 
Jewish passenvers arriving at the railway station in this town were 
attacked by the railway servants. Nine were killed and thirty-two injured by 


means of bullet-wounds and sharp weapons. Among the victims were women 
and children. 


All the shops and the markets 


Nicolayeff. 

An outbreak against the Jews occurred here on November Ist, the loot- 
ing taking place in the presence of the police and Cossacks, the latter of 
whom were seen to be galloping through the streets. The behaviour of the 
police was revolting, and the foreign consuls were compelled to demand 
energetic measures for the protection of the lives and property of foreigners. 
Many people were killed and wounded, while business was brought to a 
standstill. 

Krementchug. 

The Jewish quarter in the centre of the town was attacked by hooligans 
on November Ist, without any interference by the authorities. The Jewish 
Self-Defence League came to the rescue. The pogrom was resumed the next 
day, resulting in great destraction and loss of life. No help was given to the 
victims. On the following day Martial Law was proclaimed, and the town 
quieted down. All! the hospitals are full to overflowing with the wounded, 
while killed and injured were also conveyed to the police stations. A Relieg 
Committee has been organised, and over 80,000 roubles have been collected. 


Kriukoff. 
The Jews in this suburb were twice attacked, with the usual accompani- 
ment of looting and destruction. 
Novozibkoff. 
The Jewish population was entirely ruined. Help is urgently needed. 
This wealthy town has been reduced to beggary, the people being without 
bread or shelter. Large numbers of the population are in flight. 


Voronyesh. 
A pogrom broke out here with the direct assistance of the authorities. 
In view of the participation of the police and soldiers, the Self-Defence 
Brigade did not go to the rescue. The whole outbreak was under the 
management of the Police-master, his assistant, Larionoff, and the police 
officers Dering and Gratchoff. Many were killed and wounded. 


Novotcherkask. 
All the Jewish houses were demolished in the pogrom here. 


Winnitza. 

A second anti-Jewish pogrom broke out ia this town on November 3rd, 
resulting in the customary murdering of Jews and plundering of their 
property. Martial law was proclaimed, and General Schmidt, the Commander 
oe an Army Corps, telegraphed to the Tsar an account of what had taken 
place. 

Voroshilovka. 
A Jewish pogrom occurred. S'x men were wounded by bullets. 
Vitebsk. 

In a collision between the Cossacks and the crowd, two Jews were killed. 

Upon the reception of the Tsar's manifesto there was great rejoicing, but 


seven Jews were accidentally killed, The funersl of the Jews was attended 
by Chriatian sympathisers as well as by Jews. 
Theodosia. 
A collision occurred on the 2nd of November between a crowd of Jews 


earrving four red flags and one black flag, and the dock labourers, carryin, 


the Tsar's portrait, who went to meet them. The latter were victorious 
Manv were killed and wounded. At night the demonstrators hid themsel ye. 
in the Town Hall. which was burned to the ground. Father Viadimiroll, ip 
full canonicals, implored the mob to stop the massacre. Troops were broug)h: 
in from Sebastopol. In the fire in the Towa Hall many schoolboys perished 
in the flames. aly 

Rejitza. 
On November, the dragoons dispersed a demonstration arranged by the 
Bund. A dragoon was injured by a stone thrown from the crowd. On th 
following day, all the Jewish trade and industrial establishments went on 
strike, the strikers compelling the Christian shops and State public-houses t. 
close. 

Dvinsk. 

A hage crowd of “ Old Believers” attempted to attack the Jews, but were 
unsuccessful. 

Kazan. 

A pogrom broke out against the Jews, many of whom wer 
killed. A meeting of hooligans took place subsequently under the direction 
of the police, and finished up with a Jewish pogrom. The local administra 
tion made no move. As long as there were manifestations and a town 
Militia all was quiet. But as soon as the police resumed control and 
organised demonstrations, pogroms and murders began. Jewish shops, as 
well as the local synagogue, were destroyed on November ith. On the 51! 
the mob resumed its attack on Jewish shops and stalls, but was repulsed b) 
the troops. The Tartars were extremely indignant at the destruction of the 
synagogue, 

Kishineff. 

The pogrom on November Ist and 2ad exceeded that of the year 190° i: 
human and material loss.. The hospitals received 15 Christians and 25 Jew- 
killed, and 40 Christians and 50 Jews wounded. In the village of Straschen 
and the townlets of Ungueny and Gantcheshty pogroms took place. 

Kalarash. 
This townlet was burned to the ground. 
Kamenyetz-Podolsk. 

Manifestants, the majority of whom were Jews, were scattered b; 
labourers armed with clubs. This was succeeded by a Jewish pogrom, which, 
however, was not-on a large scale, thanks to the action of troops. People 
were wounded and mutilated. 

Surash. 


Anti-Jewish outrages occurred here between November 3rd and Sth. 
Goods were looted and the shops burned down, the dwelling houses also 
being attacked and pillaged. There is great distress in the town, and help 
will be gratefully received by Rabbi Lieb Schapira, at Surash, Zchernigov 
Government. 

Moscow. 

The notorious anti-Semite, Krushevan, organised several meetings of his 
followers, and collected the addresses of Jewish dwellings, warehouses, and 
workshops. He intended to leave for other towns on “ private basiness,” but 
a telegram was sent to St. Petersburg, and Krushevan was insistent!) 
advised to leave Moscow. ; 


Orel. 

Anti-Jewish disorders were organised by Baykovsky, the police officer of 
the Third Section. The secret police took part in the disturbances. The 
revolvers which are distributed in Moscow by the police are willingly sold 
by the labourers. The Synagogue windows have’ been smashed. The Jews 
are leaving the town. | 

Plotzk. 
An anti-Jewish pogrom occurred on October 31st, seven Jews being killed. 


Rechitzi. 
The Jewish shops were sacked on November 5th. 


Eupatoria. 

While attending a meeting a number of working men, mostly Jews, were 
attacked by Greeks and Tartars. The Jews were the only sufferers, man) 
being wounded. 

Simferopol. 

Over forty persons were killed and many wounded during the pogrom. A 
Jewish youth, named Granossk, was charging a bomb in a house at the rear 
of the synagogue, when it exploded, killing the youth and damaging the 
house. The number of people killed during the outbreak was over fifty. 
Further attempts at outrages were prevented by the troops. 


Elizabetgrad. 

The Jewish houses, shops and warehouses were plundered. In response 
to a telegram from a group of lawyers and the town rabbi, Count Witte 
ordered that energetic steps should be taken to stop the riots. The out- 
break left the Jews in a deplorable condition, hundreds being without a 
crust of bread to eat ora roof over their heads. Many well-to-do people have 
been reduced to beggary. 

Guenitchesk. 

The anti-Jewish pogrom lasted three days, and many Jewish warehouses 
were set fire to and burned. 

Warsaw. 

Several unsuccessful attempts were made to provoke anti-Jewish riots on 
November 5th. In Gussia Street an agitator was killed and another wounded 
by a Christian crowd. In the Jewish quarters, where a pogrom was feared, 
the Jews killed seven secret agents who were disguised in Jewish garb, while 
three others were wounded. 

Romny. 
Fifteen Jewish warehouses were burnt out, and more than this number 
looted. Five Jews, who were killed on November 4th, were buried on the 
following day. Over twenty wounded Jews are in hospital. 


Mohileff Podolsk. 

Anti-Jewish riots took place on November 3rd. Jewish property was 
destroyed and many Jews were dangerously wounded, two of whom have 
since died. Thanks to the energetic measares taken by the commander and 
officers of the Crimean Regiment, the pogrom was quickly suppressed. 


Riga. 

On November 4th a tight occurred in the Jewish quarter between 
labourers and a group of Jews. The Jews, excited by the rumours of a coming 
pogrom, began to fire,and a Cossack patrol followed suit. One man was killed. 
On this and the following two days Jews and Christians wore in constant 
conflict. The Jews and Letts organised self-defence brigades. 


Viazma. 


The shops of the Jews were attacked on November ist, and everything 
in them was destroyed. 
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Alexandrovsk. 

All the shops and some of the houses were destroyed. The pillaging 
proceeded without let or hindrance, the losses amounting to a million 
roubles. More than thirty people were killed and wounded. and famine is 
threatened. 

Krolevtz. 

The whole night of the ithof November Jewish shops and houses were 
set alight. 

Ekaterinburg. 


The entire town was in the hands of the hooligans on November Ist, 
more than ten persons being killed in the streets and many wounded. 


Tchelabinsk. 

A croup of Jews, who had been plundered and had taken refuge at the 
railway terminus, telegraphed to the Minister of Justice, informing him of 
the gross partiality with which the inquiry into the pogrom was being con- 
ducted. The answer was reassuring as regards the taking of proper 
measures. 

Gomel. 

The steamers arriving from Kiell are being searched by the police and 

the Self-Defence Committee. A mass of pillaged goods has been removed, 
Oboyany. 

A hundred labourers, returning from the South of Rassia, forced the 
Kleinmichel Station to give them a train to. Oboyany. The hooligan 
element among them delivered fiery speeches in the market-place, urging 
the people to start a pogrom against the Jews. The people refused, and the 
hooligans dispersed. Some of them were arrested, and the ringleaders were 
roughly handled. 

Yegorovsk. 

An official telegram sent from Riazan on November 6th states that an 
encounter took place at Yegorovsk between the Monarchists and the Revola- 
tionists, in which the former were victorious. Subsequently the infuriated 
mob began a pogrom against the Jews. The anti-Jewish disorders continued 
on the following day, fights also taking place among the pillagers. Another 
official telegram on the same day states that the mob started robbing Jewish 
property but was stopped by the military. 

Irkutsk. 

The faneral took place on November 5th of a Jewish school-boy who was 
killed while taking part in a meeting. The coflin was followed by a large 
crowd, who wished to give the funeral a political character. 


Baku. 
There was a two days’ Pogrom, resulting in much loss of life, and losses 
totalling millions of roubles. 
Tula. 


Terrible fighting took place between the different sections of the popu- 
lace. resulting in 80 people being killed and wounded. In view of an anti- 
Jewish pogrom, strong patrols paraded the streets. 

Yaroslaff. 

The mob bombarded ‘the Jewish shops on November Ist. The pogrom 
continued on the two following days. The Governor and the police encouraged 
the pillagers, and the infantry oflicers declared that their orders were merely 
to look on. The Cossacks murdered students by order of the government. 
Many people fell victims to the riots. The Jews are leaving the town en masse. 


Kursk. 

On October 30th, the mob. carrying the Tsar's portrait, began to rob 
Jewish shops. The Governor and Cossacks followed the hooligans. On 
November 2ad, the manifestants and the hooligans had an encounter. A prc- 
cession, carrying the Tsar's portrait, was formed, and subsejuently began a 
pogram against the Jews. 

Marivpol. 

A pogrom against the Jews was raging on November 2nd. Many were 
killed, wounded or robbed. n the two following days the pogrom was 
renewed, many Jewish warehouses being looted and destroyed. Thousands of 
human beings were left foodless and shelterless. 


| Bogopol. 
The town was entirely destroyed by a pogrom. 


Wilna. 
The funeral of seven victims who fell during a fight on November 3rd in 
the Zavalny Street passed off without demonstration. 


Odessa. 

On November 3rd the disorders assumed serious dimensions, and were 
accompanied by robbery, violence and murder. In the central parts of the 
town, and in the best streets, many rich warehouses of jewellers, ready-mace 
clothiers, and wine and drapery dealers, mostly owned by Jews, were looted 
and destroyed, and in the Alexandrovsky Prospect almost ali the shops and 
industrial establishments were devastated. Big mobs of hooligans, reinforced 
by inhabitants from the outskirts of the town, eonsisting of dock labourers 
and the lowest strata of the population, armed with crowbars, clubs and 
pointed iron poles, moved about the streets looting everything they came 
across. The plunder was loaded on vans and removed. Entire streets were 
robbed. The mob broke into the houses of Schpoliansky, a wealthy Jew, and 
smashed and plundered his property. The pillaging extended to the suburbs 
of Moldovanka, Slobodka and Peressip. In the streets, Jews, intellectuals, 
students, and schoolboys were beaten. A Self-Defence Brigade was formed 
among the students and youths, and had a sanguinary encounter with the 
hooligans. On several occasions the Cossacks and troops were fired at from 
the balconies of houses; the fire was returned. Many were killed and 
wounded. Bombs were thrown, one of them being hurled into a Cossack 
patrol by a youth, and wounding one of the patrol. The youth ran 
away, but missed a step and fell, exploding another bomb which he had 
concealed in his pocket. He was blown to pieces. The police were not 
visible. While the riots were proceeding “ patriotic’ processions marched 
through the streets, singing “ God Save the Tsar,” and cheering the Prefect, 
M. Neidgardt. The Processionists tore up the red flags, and beat the students 
and school children. They were followed by the Self-Defence Brigade, 
whose firing they returned. The students caught the hooligans loaded 
with loot and put them under arrest in the University. By Novem- 
ber 3rd over 200 hooligans had in this way been locked up in the 
University. Among the killed were many students, schoolboys, intel- 
lectuals and women who took part in the self-defence movement. 
The majority of the wounded consisted of hooligans. The University served 
as a shelter for a number of poor families who escaped from the outskirts of 
the town. They gave a terrible account of the butchery which had gone on 
in the suburb of Moldavanka. Many wounded people were carried into the 


town, an eye-witness counting as many as sixty in half-an-hour. Encounters 
between hooligans and the Self-Defence Brigade went on in many places, 
while the plunder of Jewish warehouses continued. The large warehouse of 
Jacob Feldman, the big colonial store of Leon Rabinowich (well-known in 
London), the stationery warehouse of Levinson, and many smaller ware- 
houses, were robbed. 


Governor Neidgardt did not recognise the citizen 


militia. Robbery and murder went on during ‘the following day. Many 
doctors, and sisters and brothers of mercy were killed. In some places the 
Self-Defence League succeeded in saving entire blocks of houses, repulsing 
the hvoligans and inflicting severe losses upon them. Many self- 
defenders, too, fell at the hands of the hooligans and troops. it 
was conclusively proved that among the hooligans were police officers and 
constables in disguise. All through the night of November {ith the riots and 
murders continued. Jewish shops, warehouses and dwelling-houses were 
robbed and destroyed. The Black Sea Spirit Co's. Works, Rosenblatt’s Soap 
Factory, Schwartz's Mills, Muskat’s Oil Factory, Razumofl's Naphtha Ware- 
house, and Arkus and Schestopal’s Chemical Works were all demolished. 
There was also a terrible pogrom on the Slobodka. It was only after five 
days’ bloodshed and robbery, daring which the hooligans and police killed 
and disabled thousands of humau beings, that General Kaulbars gave orders 
to kill on the spot anybody attempting to rob. 


A Jewish Professor Killed at Archangel. 


On October Slst, the day following the publication of the Imperial 
manifesto, ith the City ot Archangel. there Tov K place, with the help ot 
the police (as everywhere else in Russia), a“ patriotic ” demonstration in the 
sh ipe ol a massacre of the % intellectuals.” young students, and. above all, 
of the Jews. Among the latte: an “intellectual,” Dr. Goldstein, who «ad 
been sent to Archangel from St. Petersburg by the late M. Plehve, became 
the mark for the savagery of the mob; he was inhumanly beaten down by 
them, as he strove to defend his family. He died the same day.as the result 
of the terrible mutilations to which he had been subjected. Further details 
of the cruel death of this highly-vifted writer and scholar have not, so tar, 
been supplied by the Russian press 

Michail Yulievitch Goldstein was born in 1853, in Southern Russia, of 
a talented Jewish family, several members of which have distinguished 


themselves in science. literature and art Hlis elder brother. Edward, was 
an eminent pianist (a pupil of Moscheles), conductor of an orchestra, a 
musical critic, and a composer of merit He died young, leaving an 


unfinished opera, “ Earl of Essex,” on a subject taken trom English history. 
Another member of the family, Dr. J. Goldstein, 1s known in Russian and 
German literary circles as a promising economist and = statistician; the 
greater part of his seientific works have been published in the German 


language M. Y. Goldstein received his secondary education in the 
“Gymnasium” in Odessa, and entered the Medico-Chirurgical Academy 
of St. Petersburg in 1871. When his course was nearly completed he 


attracted the attention Oy the protessors by his papers Oh Organic chemistry, 
but there could be no question of a Jew being supported by the Academy in 
his further scientific career. Not wishing to practise medicine, and wholly 
devoted to pure science, Goldstein, with his slender means, went abroad, 
yassed a brilliant examination in Jena, and received the title of Doctor of 
Philosophy in the Department of Natural Science. On his return to St. 
Petersburg, Goldstein was appointed Assistant-Lecturer on Chemistry at 
the Medical Academy, and devoted himself to teaching and to scientific 
pursuits, in so far as this was permissible for a Russian Jew who would not 
abandon his religion. As a “ privat-docent” he lectured in the St, Peters- 
burg University, and was a teacher of chemistry and physics in the higher 
virls’ teachers’ training schools, in the Smolny Institute (for girls of aristo- 
cratic birth), in the excellent girls’ schools founded by Princess Obolenski 
and Mme. Stoyunine, in the well-known “gymnasium ” of Y. G. Gurevitch, 
and in other educational establishments in the capital 

In 1890, after his dissertation on the question of the rise of salt solutions 
in the capillary tubes, he received the scientific distinction of “ magister” 
of chemistry, which in Russia confers the right to a professorship. . But 
any further promotion was denied to him as a Jew. Goldstein's literary 
and scientifie activity began in the seventies. The results of his later work 
in theoretical and physical chemistry were published, for the most part, in 
the “Journal of the Russian Physico-Chemical Society,” in the “ Berichte 


der Deutschen Chemischen Gesellschaft,” in the “Zeitschrift. fur 
Physicalische Chemie,” and in the * Annales de Chimie et Physique.” In 


1898-9, part of his work, “ The elements of chemical philosophy,” appeared 
in a Russian scientific review. Two of his books—“ Living and Dead” and 
“On Physical and Intellectual Education ’—were widely read. At the same 
time Goldstein was translating scientific works into Russian from the chief 
European languages. He was a regular contributor, up to the date of his 
exile, to the St. Petersburg Liberal paper Novosti, in which his scientific 
reviews and articles on questions of general interest were printed under the 
pseudonym of “ Cardanus,” or were signed with his initials. The lamented 
scholar possessed literary talent of a high order. A whole series of clever 
sketches and stories from his pen appeared, under the pseudonym 
“ Muge” in various periodicals. He also collaborated on. the Russian 
edition of “ Brockhaus’s Encyclopedic Dictionary,” and for the “ Great 
Encyclopedia ” (edited on the lines of Meyer's), for which, at the moment 
of his exile, he was editing the department for physics, chemistry, and 
technology. 

In 1900, Goldstein was summoned to appear in the Law Courts on the 
charge of having publicly protested against the performance on the stage 
of a grossly anti-Semitic play—“ Contrabandists.”. The Jews and their 
Christian friends all over assia prevented the performance from taking 
place. The following year, Goldstein was sent by administrative order to 
Novgorod, for having joined in a petition presented by men of letters on the 
occasion of the cruel massacre of students of both sexes at a demonstration 
at the Kazan Cathedral. Shortly afterwards, he was arrested by the order 
of M. Plehve and, after a preliminary imprisonment, banished to Arch- 
angel.

The Action of the Government. 


An Imperial Ukase was published at Odessa yesterday week, expressing 
the gratitude of the Emperor to the troops of the Odessa garrison for their 
“ exemplary conduct " during the disturbances. The Ukase, said Reuter’s 
correspondent, was regarded at Odessa as a cruel mockery of the sufferings 
of the victims of the recent orders, and as an ominous indication of the part 
the troops might be expected to take in any fresh outbreak. 

The following Reuter telegram was sent from Odessa on Tuesday :— 

By order of the Minister of Justice the Public Prosecutor has given instructions 
to all the procurators and coroners inquiring into the recent disturbances to conduct 
their investigations in such a manner that the troops and police shall be exculpated. 
The depositions of witnesses giving evidence unfavourable to officials have to be 
delivered for verification to those same officials, who have power to summon the 
witnesses to the police-stations. There is thus rooim for a considerable amount of 
pressure, which, if exercised, will doubtless be devoted to casting the blame upon 
the hooligan element, and absolving officials and officers. Procurators and coroners 
who do not consent to obey these instructions are liable to be at once dismissed. The 
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newspapers are strictly forbidden to divulge one word of these facts. Not one of the 
ywolicemen who participated in the massacres has been discharged. On _ the other 
hand. nineteen officers, who in some cases prevented murder and pillage, have been 
punished by being transferred to an obscure post. A very similar state of affairs 
prevails at Kishineff, Elizabethgrad, and other towns, which have suffered from the 
disturbances. The following incident will give an idea of the conditions prevailing 
here. Two soldiers to-day went up to a Jewish stall in the market and called on the 
proprietor to supply them with his wares for nothing. When he refused the soldiers 
overturned the stall, and proceeded to wreck the adjoining stalls and shops. A band 
of hooliwans joined them, and almost in a moment all the shops in the neighbouring 
street were closed, and a panic-stricken crowd had made a hasty rush to the centre 
of the town. <A fresh massacre seemed imminent, but happily the new Prefect took 
the strictest measures to preserve order, and the imemprent outbreak was stopr d 

According to various published statements, says the Russian Corres- 
pondence, the Government in St. Petersburg has dismissed a number of 
Governors and other officials held to be directly or indirectly responsible 
for the anti-Jewish movement. In some cases, however, it would appear that 
the action of the Government is scarcely of a character to satisfy the natural 
demands of humanity. For example, it seems, according to the Russkoe Slovo, 
that the Governors of Reval and Ekaterinoslav have been handed over to 
justice as being guilty of abuse of power. The first had interpreted the 
Imperial manifesto of October 17th (30), as he was justified in doing, in his 
own manner, and had liberated all the political prisoners ; while the second 
had led the garrison out of town during the manifestations, and had thus 
missed an opportunity of causing bloodshed similar to that brought about in 
other towns. “ Our Government,” remarks the Slovo, “is always prompt in 
handing over to justice all those who are guilty of Liberal tendencies ; but 
whenever it is a question of putting a stop to atrocities perpetrated upon 
Jews and intellectuals, and of preventing the work of the * Black Brigade,’ 
our Government is criminally slow. We are still expecting information that 
the following officials have been arrested and placed at the disposal of the 
law : MM. Rogovich, Governor of Yaroslav ; S!yeptzof. Governor of Tver ; 
Leontyefl, Governor of Viadimir ; Knyazef, Governor of Kostroma:; Kleygels, 
the former Governor-General of Kieff; Count Pilar von Pilehay, and many 
others.” 

Mr. Lucien Wolf on the Massacres. 

Mr. Lucien Wolf, who is undergoing treatment at Wiesbaden for an eye 
affection, has written a letter, in the course of which he says: 
Everything possible is being done by the Jewish societies in England 
and America to assist the Russian Jews. The British Government 
has already been approached, and, as you are aware, steps are being 
taken to form a great International Relief Committee, under the 
presidency of Lord Rothschild. My own advices from Russia tell me 
that the Russian Jews —or rather the reformers and revolutionaries do not 
desire the interposition of Foreign Governments on their behalf 4 Jews, 
nor do they wish that a special relief fand shall be raised for the Jews. 
They say very truly that on this occasion they have not suffered as Jews, 
but as reformers, and if anything is done to help them it should be by way of 
claiming equal rights for all Russian citizens, irrespeccive uf race and creed, 
and by raising money to assist all the Liberal sufferers through the recent 
disorders, whether they be Jew or Christian. The attitude of the Telegraph 
correspondent is monstrous. Everyone knows that the 'chaviour of the 
revolutionists during the strike was most exemplary. The whole movement 
was unparalleled, not only in magnitude but also in discipline and order. 
There was no pillage, no murder, no rioting. searcely any horseplay. All 
this has been the work of the hooligans and ‘ Black Hundreds,’ organised by 
the Monarchist League and other reactionary societies, and openly armed 
by the local Russian authorities. The truth about Witte is that he is 
afraid, and consequently he is ready to curry favour with the reactionaries. 
Ifthe appeal made a few months ago to Western Europe for support for the 
Self-Defence programme of the Bund had been generously responded to, the 
massacres could not have taken place. | cannot conceive why Liberal 
Europe has allowed the Russians to be butchered in this way when on former

MAXIM GORKY DEFENDS THE JEWS. 
Specimens of Anti-Jewish Proclamations. 

The Daily Telegraph correspondent at St. Petersburg stated last week 
that a newspaper on the staff of which Maxim Gorky, the famous Russian 
writer, is the most prominent personage, was assisting the anti-Semites by 
publishing inflammatory anti-Jewish manifestoes. The correspondent sug- 
gested, at the time, that the object of the publication might be merely to 
expose the methods of the Jew-baiter. Ina dispatch pablished last Satar- 
day the correspondent confirms this view. 

The Russian Correspondence shows with greater detail that this was the 
object of Mr. Gorky’s publication. The first number of the journal referred to 
—-the Novaya Shizn— published, with a view to exposing the campaign upon 
which the reactionaries and the police had entered, two proclamations issued 
by these conspirators and posted up in the streets of. St. Petersburg by 
police ollicers. These proclamations have been distributed in thousands in 
Moscow and many other Russian towns. The first of them, which is 
ingeniously ornamented with a cross, a knife, a pistol and the Russian 
national flag, ran as follows :— 

“ Death to the Jews! Russian people, death to the Jews!” Rise up 
from your sleep and enter upon the path of truth and justice. You are 
being insulted, scoffed at, and your great father, the Tsar, knows nothing of 
it. For he is surrounded by such Jewish Ministers as Witte and his likes. 
Hearken, people ; the Little Father the Tsar is ignorant of your sorrows, for 
he is not allowed to read our Russian newspapers, They tell him nothing about 
you. Witte is now got so far that he does what he likes. Witte is striving 
to fill all the posts with Jews, and then, glorious Russian people, great is the 
affliction that awaits you. . No longer will you speak Russian or pray as 
Orthodox Christians, but everything everywhere will be Jewish, Jewish, 
Jewish. O, Russian nation! It behoves you to rise up against the Jews. 
Let us beat them. Beat the Jews, and let us begin with the accursed Witte. 
There are many among us who are ready to sacrifice their lives for the Tsar, 
the Fatherland and the Orthodox faith. We shall not rest until we have 
made short work of all the Jews, ay, of everyone down to the very last. We 
have already marked out that thief Witte. Let us not be chary of efforts. 
You will yourselves soon hear, Russian citizens, that Witte has been killed. 
A hundred men have vowed to offer up their lives. Let us go forth to death 
one after another. Him (Witte) we will kill like a dog. We will kill all Jews 
and all Jew-lovers. Death to Witte! 

THE RvussiAN NATIONAL LEAGUE OF Moscow, 

The second proclamation is as follows :— 


“ Orthodox people! Why are you selling Russia? Why do you give 
power to those murderous men who only care for themselves and not for the 
people ? All the aliens, all the foreigners, all those who have been subjected 
by Russian blood, are now striving to make themselves free from Russia. 
The Jews have armed themselves, and are prepared to bathe in Russian 
blood. All these murderers are supported by Witte, who has married a 


Jewess. He has usurped the confidence of the Tsar, pretending to be a loyal 
subject, whilst in reality his sole aim is to become himself Emperor of 
Russia. He has robbed the public treasury ; he has introduced the spirit 
monopoly so as to make the Russian people drunk ; and now this rogue, fear- 
ing the wrath of the people, takes refuge in the immediate neighbourhood of 
the Tsar, Kameno-Ostrovsky Prospect, No. o, In the vicinity of the Winter 
Palace. Brothers, we will not let our Fatherland go to ruin! 

These incitements to violence testify to the hostility of the reactionaries 
to de Witte, and explain the panic into which the Jews of St. Petersburg fel! 
a couple of weeks ago. 

How the Massacres were Prepared. 


A correspondent of the Russ has reproduced the following dialogues 
which he overheard in the streets of St. Petersburg $ 

“Don’t be angry, Sasha (Alexander), I will pay you back that money on 
Sunday.” “Where will you take it on Sunday, you stapid head ?” que ried 
the other hooligan. “ What, don’t you know what will happen on Sunday ? 
“Do talk sense,” growled he of the name of Sasha; “ what is going to 
happen?” “We are going to kill the Jews and the students, replied his 
friend ; and bending over he whispered something into Sasha's ear. Well, 
if so,” replied the latter, “1 am with you.” F 

“To-day,” cont nues the correspondent, “I heard the following declara- 
tion from a workman : —‘ On Saturday we are going to kill the Jews and the 
students, we shall give them a Barlaam-night (St. Bartholomew-night). They 
want a Republic. Well,-in a Republic all the Jews will become Cabinet 
Ministers: and we Russians, what will become of us? A Constitution, tha’ 
is quite a different matter; but a Republic we do not want. The Jews ar 
cleverer than we are, and they will take hold of everything. I am getting, 
for instance, three roubles a day now; under a Republican Government | 
shall not even get a rouble a day. ‘To prevent such calamities, we must 
the Jews. Many belonging to our group are already armed ; and, as for 
myself, whenever I see a Jew | feel that | could at once make an end of him. 
Look what happened in France, where the Jews have annexed everything 
As soon as the French people had a Republic, a Jew became first President. 
In England the Jews enjoy equal rights; well, there is nowhere so much 
poverty asin England. That's what will happen in Russia too. 


THE RUSSIAN REVOLUTION. 


Opinions of Dr. Max Nordau and M. Joseph Reinach. 

The international journal, Le Courrier Ekuropeen, prints in its curren! 
number the opinions of lr. Max Nordau and M. Joseph Reinach on the presen’ 
crisis in Russia. Dr. Nordau states that the Russian Revolation will finis! 
the work which the French Revolution commenced, He expects it to 
ameliorate the lot of the peasants and the proletariats in instituting the 
limitation of the hours of work, old age pensions at sixty-five and asssuranc 
against accidents of work. The reformed Russia will probably be a 
confederation of autonomous states, will be eminently pacific, and will be too 
much oceupied with its democratic evolution to think of conqaests, and too 
moral to dream of military glory. ; 

M. Joseph Reinach states that the journey he recently made in Russ!« 
augmented the sympathy he had always felt for that country and its 
inhabitants. He adjures the men who have prepared the general strike and 
appear to be the new leaders of the people not to be in too great a hurry to 
grant universal suffrage, as that can only be an Instrument of progress in 
the hands of a people where the illiterates are not in the majority. Kussia is 
at present in this position ; out of a peasant population of 100,000,000, more than 
73 per cent. are illiterate. It is in the schools that it is necessary to prepare 
a people for self-government. A start should be made by the decreeing o! 
liberty of conscience, inviolability of person and freedom of the press, sub 
mitting the finances and the reublic purse to a severe and honest contro!, 
democratising the oflicers of the sea and land forces, introducing an 
analogous system of small landed proprietors to that obtaining In France, 
and, lastly, establishing free and obligatory education. 


The Origin of the Odessa Riots. 

A Times correspondent at Odessa gave, on Wednesday last, an account 
(which we quote with reserve) of the terror in that city. Describing the 
excited state of the city prior to the issue of the Imperial Manifesto of Octo 
ber 30th, the correspondent mentions that all through September, meetines 
of a revolutionary character were being held in local universities. Amongst 
other Socialistic fraternities the Central Jewish Organisation, located in 
Switzerland, sent emissaries from its branches in Warsaw and Poland to 
Odessa, A week before the issue of the great manifesto a number of Odess:: 
students organised themselves into a School Strike Association. Excited 
boys and girls, other than students, began to make barricades across certai! 
of the main streets. Jewish factory girls rushed home, donned red blouses 
and ribbons, and openly flaunted them in the faces of the Cossack an 
Dragoon patrols. The emissaries from Warsaw had “ brought an arsenal 
with them, and presently the youthful demonstrators were armed. Half-a. 
dozen gendarmes were later on assassinated and the force, therefore, retired 
to its barracks. Then came the manifesto. Processions surged through the 
public streets, the majority of the demonstrators being students and Jews. 
They drifted to the headiuarters of the Governor-General. 


Hooligans Organised by the Police. 

After leaving the presence of the Military Governor the processionists, who wer 
for the most part excited Jews, unblushingly exhibited Republican emblems. Rea 
flags were unfurled at the head of the procession. Where found, the Russian nationa: 
emblem was dishonoured by having all colour, except the strip of red, torn from 1t 
The crowd, now absolutely beside itself, surged down to the City Hall. They tore the 
national motto from the portico, mutilated the Emperor's portrait in the session 
room, and then hysterically declared the reigning dynasty to be abolished and 4 
South Russian Republic established. In the street the more tardy Russian patriot 

rocessions, carrying their own particular “ikons”’ and the portraits of the Tsar anc 
Tearitee, were met by the now acknowledged revolutionists. The latter tore th 
emblems from the patriots’ hands, grossly insulted them, and derided the carriers 
Meanwhile, certain of the Russian workmen’s unions had received a summons from 
the police authorities. The leaders of these organisations were informed that the 
cause of all the trouble in Russia was the Jewish question in South Russia; that the 
Jews had demanded freedom and equality; that, now that it was given to them, they 
were not satisfied, but demanded the life of the Emperor and a Republic. Vodka 
helped to stimulate sentiment. The mass of slow-thinking Russians were only Ju** 
realising, under the influence of the display in the streets, bow this sudden emancipa 
tion of the Jews violated every racial instinct upon which they had been reared. The 
police found the moment opportune. Russian susceptibilities were shocked, and police 
emissagies, disguised as workmen, led parties of Russian workmen and dock canaille 
to suitable centres. At their instigation the plunder of Jewish property was begul. 
The town was devoid of police, and the occasional military patrols were interested 
spectators of the opening of the trouble. They had received orders not to interfere. 
In the beginning the lust for bleod was not in the movement. Large Jewish empor# 
in the main streets were stormed and looted. As has been pointed out above, the 
central Jewish organisation, acting in conjunction with other revelutionary com 
mittees, had provided the implements by which it was hoped that anarchy might be 
established. Already the Jewish population had been wrought up to a state of frenzy 
owing to the Manifesto and the events which had followed upon its issue. With 
such an excitable community, as the Jews of South Russia undoubtedly are, the 
result was inevitable. Armed, they defended themselves and their property against 
the bandits. Bombs were dropped from balconies, revolvers fi from behind 
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counters and shutters. By nightfall everything was chaos. In vain did the Chair 
man of the Municipality interview the Military and Civil Governors. In vain did 
the leading Jew merchants telegraph directiy to Count Witte in St. Petersburg. 
The head of all that exists in Russia of a Government was silent. Similar petitions 
in frenzied repetition were reaching him from perhaps a hundred centres in South 
Russia. Kaulbars, the Military Governor, turned a deaf ear. He is credited with 
having drily remarked, ‘1 have orders that this freedom for which you have schemed 
and agitated shall be tested for three days without interference from me.” 


The Massacre. 


The correspondent gives a vivid account of the butchery which took 
place. Righteous indignation and mortal terror, he writes, impelled the 
Jews to requite violence with violence. In the city every shutter seemed to 
conceal a revolver, each roof and balcony a bomb. In the suburbs, the 
poorer quarters of the town, it was house-to-house massacre. The Jews, 
organised in gangs, had the upper hand at night ; the Christians took their 
pound of flesh by day. The canaille had had their way, but the price of 
Jew-baiting had been heavy, for the Jews were the better armed, and while 
defending their homes with resolution by day, had been relentless in 
revenge by night. “ And 80,” says the correspondent, “ the slaughter of 
Christian and Jewish women and children continued until Baron Kaulbars’s 
time limit had expired. Three days of unparalleled licence to the assassin, 
and then the military Governor marched his battalions into the streets, and 
order was almost instantaneously restored.” 


The correspondent’s account of the beginning of the Jewish provocation 
should be compared with the description of the origin of the whole series 
of outrages given by our St. Petersburg correspondent, from which it will be 
seen that the riots were less a matter of Jewish provocation than of official 
and hooligan preparation. 

The correspondent asserts that “it is impossible . . . to determine the 
real genesis"’ of the tragedies enacted in Odessa, and we think that his 
own version of the part played by the Jews requires much confirmatory 
evidence before it can be accepted by impartial readers. 

The Times correspondent adds that over a third of the casualties 
are among women and children of tenderage. At least 40,000 people, he 
says, have been rendered homeless and practically destitute, of whom the 
vast majority are Jews; in fact, the destruction of property is almost 
exclusively confined to that of the Jews. 


In connection with the article just quoted, Dr. Gaster sent the following 
letter to the Times on Wednesday : 


For the sake of truth, which alone is everlasting, I am bound to oppose a4 flat 
denial to the statements of your correspondent from Odessa which appeared in this 
morning's issue of the 7imes. Truth and fiction have been so cunningly blended in 
that communication, that it gives to the description of the ‘> of terror at Odessa 
the appearance of a reliable account of those terrible scenes. jut outrages occurred 
not only in Odessa, they were spread throughout Southern and Western Russa. It 
would be sufficient to point to the almost simultaneous outbreak of excesses agaist 
the Jews in more than fifty widely separated towns, to disprove the supposed aggres- 
siveness of the victims and to trace all these lamentable riots to their true source—the 
Government of Russia! But I must, with your permission, go into a few details. 

First, there is no truth whatsoever in the statement that there exists “a Central 
Jewish Organisation in Switzerland’’ which, according to your correspondent, had 
‘*sent emissaries from its branches in Warsaw and Poland.’’ (For your correspondent 
at least, Warsaw is not in Poland.) There is no such organisation im existence. ‘There 
may be Socialistic bodies in Switzerland to which Jews, as well as other Russians, 
belong, but 1 am able to deny absolutely that any such separate Jewish organisation, 
with ramifications in ** Warsaw and Poland” exists anywhere—except in the fertile 
imagination of your correspondent. 

Secondly, not a single authenticated instance of Jews showing disrespect to the 
Tsar in their public demonstrations of joy over the manifesto of the 30th October 
has been adduced. Jews know the actual position of the Tsar and the menace to 
their own position too well to act, even remotely, in the manner deseribed by your 
correspondent. Their grievance is agaist the bureaucracy, and not against the Tsar 
The only authenticated case in which the portrait of che Tsar has been mutilated, was 
the work of a Russian, as he himself afterwards acknowledged publicly. As for the 
attack on the patriotic Ikon-bearers, from all the reports that have reached me—and 
I may say that I am intimately acquainted with all the details of the Odessa drama 
I declare that not a single one can be shown to have originated with the Jews, or even 
to have been abetted by the Jews. It is only natural that my people should take 
part in processidns organised by the so-called revolutionary party! In fairness and 
justice the body ought to be called “the Progressive party,’’ for it simply demands 
the abolition of the rule of tyranny over mind and body, exercised by the Russian 
Government, and the granting of such elementary principles of liberty as Englishmen 
have enjoyed for hundreds of years. Jews have been the worst sufferers under the 
existing system in Russia, and they rejoice publicly at the impending downfall of 
that regime. But it is a far cry from public rejoicings to murder and loot. It would 
be wonderful, indeed, if in Russia, police and spy-ridden as it is, the centres in 
* Warsaw and Poland’’ were able to amass such enormous quantities of bombs and 
arms, as would appear from the description of your correspondent to’ have been 
collected and sent on to Odessa. What could the Jews gain by establishing 
“anarchy,’’ as they are alleged by your correspondent to be willing to do? In the 
same breath, to be sure, he qualifies their anarchy. It consists in this that “ they 
defended themselves, and their property against the bandits.’’ The responsibility for 
the real anarchy lies at the door of others who had every reason to foment it and 
then, aghast at the result of their work, tried to place the blame for it on the 
shoulders of the Jews. 

We-are further told ** bombs were dropped from balconies, revolvers fired from 
behind counters and shutters. In the city every shutter seemed to conceal a revolver, 
every roof and balcony a bomb.’’ We read further: “In the city it had been plunder 
and homicide, in the syburbs, the poorer quarters of the town, it was house-to-house 
massacres,’’ perpetrated, as your correspondent cannot help owning, “* by the police 
prompted canaille."’ It comes, then, to this, that, despite all the bombs and revolvers, 
provided by the invention of your correspondent, every Jewish shop in the town of 
Odessa has been looted. Not 400, as your correspondent puts it, but nearer 4,000 Jews, 
were massacred with the actual connivance’ and assistance of the police and the 
military. Let me tell you that they were neither revolutionary nor socialistically 
inclined Jews who defended their property, their life, and their honour. Ever since 
the Kishineff atrocities the best elements among the Jews, many of whom are pious 
and upright men, who would not harm a fly, have banded themselves together for 
inuhaal protection and self-defence. As long as the authorities winked at their 
action, preferring to keep peace and quiet rather than to bring down upon their heads 
a repetition of that universal condemnation which rose after the days of Kishineff and 
Homel, hooligan elements and the * Black Gang,’”’ organised and armed by the 
police, were kept quiet, held in check by the Jews themselves. 

To their everlasting honour, be it sam, Young Russia stood by the law-abiding 
Jews. I deliberately say it was not a revolutionary party, but *‘ Young Russia,”’ the 
true patriotic element of the Empire, that felt the shame that had overtaken their 
country. They stood by the Jews, and fell by their side. But the ** mot dordre”’ 
had been sent from St. Petersburg to avenge on the Jews the extraction of some 
semblance of liberty from the bureaucracy for the Russian people, and to distract the 
further attention of these people from their immediate needs. Before the act 
founded upon these orders had been carried out, the police searched house after house 
in Odessa, and took every weanon away that they could find in Jewish houses. Then 
the Jews were offered up to the fury of a mob inflamed by .Vodka and by familiar 
legends, as your correspondent tells us The dregs of the population were armed, and 
then they started to loot and to murder. 

The Jews did not fall in any aggressive action, nor is it true, as your corre- 
spondent puts it, that ‘‘the Jews organised in gangs had the upper hand at night.”’ 
i ask, in what? In collecting their dead and wounded, in watching over the 
smouldering ruins of their homesteads’ ‘‘ The Christians took their ‘pound of 
flesh’ by day,’’ says your correspondent. Tons of flesh, not pounds!, were taken, 


but the majority of the Christians who fell, fell at the side of the Jews, fighting 
How insignificant was 


against the hooligans the Russian Government had armed. 


all the havoc wrought by the Jews has been evidenced by the fact that not a single 
Christian has lost either his house or his property, but “there are at least 40,000 
rendered homeless and practically destitute, of whom the vast majority are Jews, in 
fact, the destruction of property is almost exclusively confined to that of the Jews.” 
Not almost exclusively, say, rather, absolutely. For in the very few cases where the 
non-Jewish homes have been destroved, it was only owing to a mistake. or to the 
spread of the conflagration from one house to the other. 

We applaud Dr. Gaster's eloquent letter.and only regret that he forgot 
that there is a Jewish Russian organisation in Geneva (the Bund). 


REPORTS BY THE RUSSO-JEWISH COMMITTEE. 


Terrible Details. 


The Russo-Jewish Committee has received heartrending details of the 
massacres from correspondents in various parts of Russia : 

The St. Petersburg correspondent writes that ever since the date of the publica 
tion of the Imperial manifesto despatches of the most painful character have been 
received daily from all parts of Russia inhabited by Jews, the burden of which may 
with painful uniformity be summed up in the following words : “ We are being killed, 
we are being pillaged, they are burning our houses and our property under the eyes of 
the police and other officials. Weare perishing; help us.” In the centre of the 
Empire, also on the banks of the Volga, and even in Siberia indeed, wherever a 
Jewish community is to be found —-massacre and pillage have been rampant. From 
(ictober sth to October 25th brutal crowds, composed of the dregs of the Russian 
people, incited and encouraged by the inactivity or by the open assistance of the police 
and the troops, have devoted all their energies to pillage, to burning and to brutalities 
of the most bestial description. From the Province of Chernigoff the following parti- 
culars are sent: At Niejine a crowd of hooligans, encouraged by the police, commenced 
with a raid upon the Jewish shops and houses. In defending these, all the Jews were 
either killed or wounded No effort was made by the authorities to stop the murder 
and pillage till the third day. 


Speaking of the town of Elizabetgrad, the report states :— 

As at Kieff and Rostoff, the pogrom here reached its greatest intensity. When the 
fiendish “ Black Gang” made their appearance, they succeeded in completely disarm- 
ing the Bund (self-defence) Corps, and the streets of this beautiful town were suddenly 
converted into a veritable battlefield Revolver shots were heard on all sides, and 
thousands of human beings were suddenly seen stretched on the ground, either killed 
or grievously wounded. Nearly every part of the town has suffered in a similar 
manner, though the greatest losses occurred in the suburbs of Moldavanka and 
Peressyp. At Golta, Mardarovka, Nicopol, Tiraspol and Rosdielnaia there was also 
riot aud bloodshed. 

Again :— 

The scenes of carnage and destruction which have occurred at Odessa, Kieff, 
Saratov, and Jaroslav are described by the correspondent at the tirst-named town as 
too terrible for words, and he states that at Kazan they were even worse. Here the 
rioters and soldiers impaled the women and children on the points of their bayonets. 
With some of their victims they dealt by putting out their eyes, and with others by 
cutting off their earsand noses. It has now been ascertained that in ‘)dessa alone 
1,100 were killed 

At Kishineff, whenever the defenders appeared at the windows to fire 
upon the pillagers, the artillery played on those houses and their defenders. 
At Ismail the terrible work of the “ Black Gang” was first held in check by 
the intervention of the Custom House officers, but after a time these efforts 
were useless, and with the help of the soldiers the ruflians were enabled to 
carry out their fiendish work of murder and destruction. (It will be 
remembered that this is the town where a large number of Jews were 
burned alive in a haystack.) At Kowisk the Cossacks helped the rioters to 
pillage all Jewish houses. The synagogue was destroyed, and the sacred 
scrolis of the Law torn to shreds. Daring the whole day that the pogrom 
lasted no policeman was in sight. At Oriol and Briansk Jewish shops and 
houses were wrecked, at the former place the pogrom being organised by 
Commissaire Baykovski. For two days mad crowds expended all their 
force against the Jewish inhabitants of Jaroslav, at which place the police 
actually pointed out to the rioters which were the houses occupied by the 
Jews. In the province of Radimir, the manufacturing town of Ivanovo 
Vosniessensk was pillaged for two whole days. Not one Jewish establish- 
ment escaped. The Jews on the banks of the Volga have not escaped, the 
community of Saratov being completely wiped out. The synagogue, the 
Jewish school, and all the Jewish shops were burned. Jewish merchants are 
declaring themselves bankrupt. It is stated the pogrom was carefully 
organised beforeband, the “Black Gang” finding open support from the 
Governor, Vice-Governor and the Orthodox Patriarch. The crowd was led 
by many officials in mufti, who pointed out the houses to be pillaged. In 
Kazan the excesses lasted three days. In Siberia the important city of 
Tomsk was also the scene of terrible brutalities in the quarters occupied by 
the Jews and the same happened at Irkutsk. In the province of Minsk the 
head of the garrison distributed arms among the Christian inhabitants for 
the purpose of attacking the Jewish population, and enlisted in his work the 
services of the priest and of the local magistrates. Six villages close by have 
been absolutely wiped out, the inhabitants being left without food or shelter. 
From Lozovia-Paviovka comes information that nearly 100 Jewish families 
were torn from their homes, beaten by rioters, and left wounded, their 
houses being despoiled and wrecked whilst the local police looked on wholly 
unconcerned. At Hostomel and Dimer, and in the rich iron district of 
Krivoy-Rogue, murder and pillage continued for three days. At Orscha 
(Province of Mohileff) the depositions of the Mayor, M. Stratanovitsch, at 
the public inquiry instituted by some members of the St. Petersburg Bar, 
prove that on the evening of November 2nd, Chief of Police Mizgailo arrived 
with orders from General Klingenberg, the Governor of Mohileff. With him 
were forty-three peasants armed with axes and rifles, who when asked for 
what purpose they had assembled replied, apparently in good faith, that the 
volost (rural police) bad sent them to defend the Russians who intended to 
massacre the Jews. On the following day, at the reyuest of a priest named 
Moslow, they assembled again and proceeded to destroy the house of a Jew 
named Wassermann, the Ispravnik (District Inspector of Police) being 
present with his subordinates and the police. Eight persons comprising the 
family of Schwartzkop were massacred in the presence of Commissioners 
Gadtskievitsh, Misgailo, and Madzalievsky, and a whole troop of soldiers 
helped the crowd in the work of murder and pillage. Urgent entreaties 
were despatched to General klingenberg by telegraph to put a stop to the 
atrocities, but no reply was received ; whilst messages to the Bund-brigades 
of Sklov, Kopys, and Dubrowna were intercepted by the police, with the 
result that when the intending defenders arrived at the station they were 
murdered, and so horribly mutilated that their bodies were hardly 
recognisable. 

A letter received in Constantinople from a Jewess in Tchernigoff says : 

The whole town is a perfect ruin. My young brother perished in the conflagra- 
tion. My sister Esther has been subjected to unspeakable violence and then cut to 
a by ferocious Cossacks. My old father lies near me upon the ground and groans.

A Letter from Odessa. 


A letter, of which the following is a translation, has been received by a 
young Jewess who is in a situation in London, from her parents, to whom she 
has since sent her savings : — 


Odessa, October 25th. (7/11/05). 
To OUR DEAR DAUGHTER Rosg (God bless her).—It is with great sorrow that we 
are writing to you about the calamities which have befallen us here. We are dazed and 
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hardly Know whether we are alive or dead : itis 
orthe t rrible scenes we were force ito witness 
such a tragical picture In five davs several thousand people were slaught: red, and 
mostly Jews lhe big jewellery shops and other larce places were plundered 
Women and children were thrown ont of windows at a creat height. ur misfortune 
iS great and hangs over Wishine? Kiel! t man Kav Kas. etc... but niost of all over 
(odessa kor five davs we were without bread Veople perished from pata and 
starvation Two thousand Jews were killed that we koow We thank that we 
had Jewish voung men who foucht nobly for us, and that they died like heroes . but 
the enemy was strong and could do what they liked. They butchered those noble 
fellows who defended us and themselves so bravely These young men were °* olun 
teers of the town. The exact number killed is yet unknown. As for ourselves we have 
escaped naked ; we were robbed of our last shirt, and barely escaped with our lives 
Your bedding and box of clothes alone are saved, as it was stored away in pawn, 
Just at that time your father went to (man for the purpose of taking your brother for 
the purpose of serving in the army, and now, dear daughter, I let you know that he 
has been accepted. Imagine, dear child, in what a state we are now We are in a 
strange place, without friends, without money May the Lord take pity on us in our 
miserable condition We don't know what will yet happen, and we anticipate even 
greater troubl The rest you can imagine yourself. (Good-bye. Love from your 
parents and faithful brothers 
A Refugee's Te tible Experiences. 

The Liverpool Courier has inverviewed a Jew named Eli ‘Yefla, who 
escaped from the recent massacres in Russia. This refugee, who has arrived 
in England with his wife, was a rich manufacturer before the riots, but is 
now destitute. All his interests were centred at Kharkoff, where terrible 
scenes have lately been enacted. 

“They have been reading the English papers,” he said to the Liverpool 
Courier, * but they don’t tell you a thousandth part of what we have gone 
through. We have done nothing wrong. But because the hooligans have no 
money they follow Plehve's instructions, and kill us Jews for our money. 
Will England help us? Or will our race be killed there"? he asked in 
broken tones. 

Describing the events in Kharkofl, \efla mentions that on the outbreak 
of the riots Jewish families huddled together in dark eorners of their homes 
awaiting the time of their execution. Russian methods of slaughtering 
innocent and defenceless people give little time for prayers for mercy. The 
Jews were afraid even though they had done nothing, and had no connection 
with the disturbances. They knew that it was upon them that the Russians 
always spent their fury.

Yefla, on alighting from 
the train, enqjuired for a merchant with whom he had done business, and who, 
he thought, wonld now shelter and assist himself and his wife in their distress.

In their fright the refugees made for the railway station. There, all the 
Jews were rolbbed, and one man went mad through terror. At last the train 
was allowed to start, but what the destination was to be no one knew. It 
proved to be Kharkoff. Yefla and his wife, distracted, hurried away into a 
field and concealed themselves in a hole which the men dug. At one ocleck 
in the morning they joined another train unobserved and succeeded in 
crossing the frontier into Germany. 


Turkey and the Massacres. 

The Constantinople correspondent of the Times, referring tothe proposed 
naval demonstration of the Earopean Powers against Turkey, writes: 

The Turks are especially bitter at the sight of Russia, herself in the throes of a 
revolution produced by centuries of oppression, taking a leading part in forcing 
reforms upon Turkey. The Powers, it is sarcastically suggested, would have been 
much better employed had the? sent their fleets to Odessa to stop the massacre.of the 
Jews there instead of planning naval demonstrations in Turkish waters. Even Turks 
most affected by Western influences ask why official Europe is so excited over Mace 
donia and so indifferent to the fate of the Caucasus and Poland. ‘The Russian 
Christians are allowed to massacre Jews, and even other Christians, to any extent they 
please. We are Mussulmans, and the slightest excess of our troops is used as a 
pretext for European intervention.” 


The Relief Fund. 


As a result of the appeal made by the East End Branch of the Jewish Religious 
Union on the llth inst., a first cheque of £25 2s. 6d. was forwarded to the Chief 
Rabbi last Thursday. 

The Council of the Leicester Congregation has resolyed to open a relief fund, and 
to hold a service next Sunday. 

At the inaugural lecture, under the auspices of the Jewish Social and Literary 
Club, Glasgow, which will be delivered by Bailie J. Shaw Maxwell.in the Waterloo 
Rooms, next Sunday, a silver collection will be made towards the fund, initiated by 
the Lord Provost, on behalf of the sufferers from the Russian massacres 

The donations collected by the Bradford and District Relief Fund Committee 
amount so far to £400. 

The Morning Leader states that M. Ashkenasy is the chief administrator at Odessa 
of the fund subscribed in London for the succour of the Jewish victims of the massacre: 
and that it was to M. Ashkenasy that the British Consul-General handed the cheque 
for £10,000 received from Lord Rothschild.

We have been requested to print the following letter, which was addressed 
by Professor R. Meldola to Mr. M. H. Spielmann, and was communicated to 
the meeting of the Maccabzeans reported in our last issue :—- 


I am very sorry that I am prevented by pressure of work from attending the 
meeting thisevening. It is quite unnecessary for me to state formally how thoroughly 
I am at one with you all in your denunciation of the inhuman brutality which our 
unfortunate coreligionists have been made the victims ofin Russia. It seems to me 
such a self-evident proposition that we, the racial @rethren of the victims. should 
regard these massacres with feelings of the deepest abhorence, that I em not quite sure 
whether any formal protest on the part of any Jewish body—however representative 
—can in any way influence public opinion in this country. Opinion here, of course, 
does not require influencing—it has already been very forcibly expressed. Certainly 
it seems to me that our voices would never reach the right quarters in Russia. The 
object of such gatherings as that which is to take place this evening is, I imagine, 
rather the promotion of any practical methods that may be brought forward for the 
relief of the sufferers. Such meetings also appear to me to serve the useful purpose of 
drawing us Jews together in mutual sympathy during a period of persecution of our 
» brethren in a European country nominally civilised. But the larger issue—the denun- 
p ciation of all persecution for differences of race of creed, or for any cause whatever, as 

a violation of the elementary principles of justice, humanity and charity—comes as it 
appears to me with infinitely greater force from outside our own ranks in the present 
case. The large-hearted nation of which we are proud to be citizens required no 
protest from the Anglo-Jewish community in order to raise its voice in denunciation 
of these last atrocieties. The Press and the Pulpit rang with spontaneously expressed 
indignation, and I hope that in addition to any resolution of protest that may be 

assed to-night, it will be made known to the Eritish public thet we, their Jewish 
ellow-citizens, are deeply touched by the sympatby for our persecuted brethren which 
has been so generously expressed from every quarter

SUFFERINGS OF Russian JEWRY. 
My dear brethren, 1 would fain have wished that we were now gathered 
at a meeting of one of our historical or literary societies, and that we were 
remembering the days of old, and recounting the deeds of the remote past 
with sympathy, indeed, yet, with the comforting conviction that all such 
horrors had been relegated for ever to the limbo of the dark ages. But. 
woe unto us! we are dealing with the agonising present, with events that 
are well-nigh passing before our own eyes. We are accustomed to open the 
newspaper at early morn with joyful eagerness to ascertain the latest 
phase of party politics, or to read of the most recent conquest achieved by 
science. But at present we scan its pages with fear and trembling, lest we 
be harrowed by some new tale of slaughter and rapine. And even the poor 
consolation that the descriptions are over-wrought is denied us. There is 
absolute agreement in the reports furnished by the English and the foreign 
press. Not’a word of contradiction, not one complaint of exaggeration has 
reached us from Russian official sources. In Odessa, in Kieff, and Kishineff, 
in four score and ten centres, our brothers and_ sisters have been 
butchered, mutilated and outraged on a scale equalling the massacres of St. 
Bartholomew's Day. I fear that the victims of fiendish savagery number 
nearly 20,000 murdered and over 100,000 wounded. Their houses have been 
pillaged and then burnt down. In many districts the population has been 
entirely wiped out; and the men appointed to be guardians of life and 
property have stood by actively conniving at, aye, and participating in, 
these atrocities. And authorities who should have repressed the disorders 
with stern resolution, have shamefully instigated them. They have done 
nothing to bring to justice the Governors who were implicated in the out- 
rages; they have done nothing to punish the criminals, or to give com- 
pensation to the sufferers. I must forbear from describing in detail these 
Russian horrors. They are not meet for a public assembly such as this. 
But as we think of the carnage and the torture, the ruin and destruction 
that have befallen so many communities, the plaint of Jeremiah which we 
read on the Fast of Ab, comes before us with all its tragic emphasis. 
A ‘oY “For the hurt of the daughter 
of my people am I hurt; I go mourning; astonishment hath taken hold of 
me” ;—or, as the words should be rendered literally—* because of the break- 
ing of the daughter of my people I am broken; i am black; horror hath 
taken hold of me.” Our text, alas! is too fully appropriate—* The hurt of 
the daughter of my people.” -One of the saddest features of this tragedy 
is the torture to which chaste women and pure maidens and _ innocent 
children were subjected. .....

The Ark and Reading Desk were draped in white, and the service was 
solemn and impressive. The musical portions were rendered to the aecom- 
paniment of the organ and choir, under the direction of Mr. P. Abrahams, 
and added solemnity to the occasion. The Rev. S. Lipson ofliciated, and the 
service consisted of appropriate Psalms, the Prayer for the Royal Family, 
the Memorial Prayer for the Dead and the Mincha. Mr. Lipson preached, 
and in the course of his sermon he said that the terrible calamities which 
had taken place in Russia struck the heart with an aching feeling of despair. 
As they read of the terrible tales of cruelty and destruction it seemed 
like a return to the dark and cruel Middle Ages. Even those days did 
not excel the recent shocking scenes. The murderers had spared neither 
age nor sex, but ruthlessly cut down young and old, male and female. The 
bloodshed in Russia was not spilt by men in the name of Christianity, but 
was the outcome of a sudden lust, the fierce passions of an uncontrolled 
mob let loose by those whose desire it was to stem the tide of liberty. 
The streaming eyes of mothers with their tender babes turned their yearning 
looks to the people of England, living in their happy land of freedom, and 
the fathers and husbands who gallantly tried to defend their homes appealed 
to them, and, he trusted, not in vain. Mr. Lipson then read the Chief 
Rabbi's prayer, and the service concluded with the Yom Kippur rendering of 
Adon Olam. 

After the service the Mayor said that he felt it only his duty as Mayor 
of one of the most important Boroughs of the Kingdom, to testify by his 
presence the horror that was felt at the enormities perpetrated upon the 
Jews in Russia. Noman, whatever his creed, could stand silent at the great 
calamities that had come upon the Jewish people. Their hearts beat in 
accord with their Jewish brethren, and anything that could be done by this 
country to mitigate now, and to obviate in the future, these occurrences, 
ought to be done. For himself and his colleagues he could say that he was 
deeply impressed with the service and the beautiful sentiments expressed in 
the sermon.

indignation. It was not only those who had been cruelly butchered who aroused 

sympathies; it was also the far greater number who had been wounded and 
heaten. the women violated, and the children shot at. VPeaceful homes had been 
ruined, everywhere property plundered and destroyed, the happy results of untold 
industrious lives pillaged, burnt. scattered to the winds, ruin. misery, devastation and 
despair, beyond all power to calculate, had been caused they had stopped for the 
time the machine of Ciovertiment, and Russia reeled, staggering and awhast at the 
audacity of those who ha‘! so long been under the iron heel of the military tyranny. 
At the head was a liberal-minded and well-intentioned Tsar, whose venerous instincts 
had too long been denied theirefiect by the surrounding powers of reaction, whose 
recent acts of wisdom and justice had probably come too late, and whose plans were 
thwarted and paralysed by those whose interest it was to uphold the ancient 
wrong. If his congregation wanted to know what these people were like, 
they had only to walk down Whitechapel High Street or Brick Lane, or visit some of 
the Jewish schools. For the most part they were fine, well-built, healthy people, 
domestic, devoted to their children, industrious, thrifty, frugal, law-abiding, filled with 
immeastirable gratitude to England for her protection and her freedom. But a few 
years aco these people came from the very same places where their kinsfolk were now 
living butchered. Scattered in different countries, the Jews had stiil been faithful to 
their God and loyal to the land of their adoption. They had added greatly to the 
wealth of every nation that had received them. The enemies of the Jews had always 
incurred the displeasure of the Eternal Ata meeting of leading Jews held some days 
ago in Marylebone, Mr. Rufus Isaacs, K.C.. M.P., had said they must not be led away 
by their emotions, they must not threaten the Government of Russia. The Christian 
people should feel their responsibilities in the matter. There should be a united 
scheme of Christian protest against the massacres of the Jews in Christian countries. 
As Jews, they would continue their protests, biy some High Church dignitary should 
take the lead and organise a demonstration to voice the indignation of the people of 
this country against these terrible outrages. ‘They had, concluded Archdeacon 
Sinclair, this lead in the letter of the Archbishop of Canterbury. If the Bishops and 
priests of the great ()rthodox Church in their difliculties and perplexities could learn 
that a cry for protection and intervention had gone up from every cathedral and 
leading church in England, they would surely feel encouraged to do their utmost to 
allay this disastrous and hideous outburst of murderous fanaticism. At the conclu- 
sion of his sermon, the Archdeacon requested the congregation to join with him in 
the special prayer that was being used at the memorial service at the (;reat Synagogue 
in London that afternoon. 

Caron Rawnsley, preaching in Crosthwaite Church on Sunday from Proverbs 
xxiv., 11-12, referred to the Jewish massacres. At the end of his sermon he reada 
letter from the Chief Rabbi, which urged a protest from all Christian churches, and 
spoke of the peril in Russia as still imminent. Canon Rawnsley had sent the follow- 
ing message to the Chief Rabbi :—“ The congregation of worshippers at Crosthwaite 
hereby express their sorrow and their shame that in the name of Christ's religion your 
fellow-Jews have been so cruelly massacred in Christian Russia, and | hereby tender 
to you, and through you to them, our sincerest sympathy.” 

The Rev. Prof. Dr. GoLLancz devoted his addresses at the Bayswater Syndzogue on 
the last two Sabbaths to the condition of the Jews in Russia, offering up at the end of 
the sermon a special prayer in English, composed by him for the occasion. The Chief 
Rabbi's prayer was recited in Hebrew, after the prayer forthe Royal Family. On 
Sabbath last, Dr. Gollancz began by referring to the various Jewish meetings that had 
been held during the week, and to the Christian expressions of sympathy and gcoodwill in 
face of the terrible trials which Jewry was enduring.

My Dear Cowen,—For many months now I have been attacked by every Zionist 
rgan in the world, and at most Zionist meetings. Yet my mild remark that the 
/ronists soe ch ge work without wisdom causes you as much astonishment as indigna- 


tion. Perhaps it is because you are an honourable exception to the list of my 
assailants. I said nothing of Zionism, I spoke merely of Zionists. And surely my 


criticism was a very tame expression for the monumental folly of their entire handling 
of the East African episode.. Dr. Max Nordau, you will remember, called it a sin 
against posterity. 

It is perfectly true that I have denounced the rich, but only in the hope of 
uniting them with the poor. If my present plan appeals to them more than Zionism, 
it will bring them no less into touch and into unison with the masses. Therefore, I do 
not see why you denounce the classes for joining the ** ITO.” 

As for Lord Rothschild, I had already proclaimed him a lover of his people when 
—<during the sittings of the Aliens Commission—1 saw. him giving, not money, but 
the time and solicitude which are a real personal expression. 

But if Lord Rothschild loves his people, I do not say that love may not be blind, 
and in this very speech of which you complain I suggested to him the impronriety of 
relieving refugees on condition they do not come to England, without helping the 
“ITO” to find them another land of refuge. I did not know on what ground you 
were making a separate collection for the Russian Jews; but now that I understand 
your ground I admit that it is a grave one. Mdlle. Helene Vacaresco, the friend of 
the Queen of Roumania, wrote to me from the Stourdza Palace at Bucharest, express- 
ing the horror of Roumania at the outrages, and telling me that her country was 
letting in the Jews across the Pruth without passports! It would be, indeed, grimly 
amusing if we, the denouncers of Roumania, now proved ourselves below the 
Roumanian standard. 

I must add, however, that if Zionism could not occupy itself with a land of refuge, 
I fail to see how it can occupy itself with refugees and money-collections. These 
things lie even less on the road to Zion. Therefore, I still regret you did not leave 
the task to the professional philanthropists.

He agreed with the writer of the article when he said that the Jews 
ag their money freely for the State; but he forgot to mention that when 
the pinch came, and when the hour 4rrived. they spilt their blood iust as 
freely in defence of their country as they spent their money in times of 


eace. (Cheers.) Personally, when he was the agé of those lads. whenever 


1e went abroad and saw the white cliffs of England he always cried. He 
was not the only Jew or man who had been moved by the affectionate sen- 
timent of patriotism; but if he had not been so stirred, then he would have 
been the only man.

The afternoon sitting was taken up by a paper by Mr. Laurie Magnus, M.A., on 
* The Influence of History on the Character of the Jew.” Mr. Magnus. who was 
cordially received by a large audience, said his subject was represented by more 
than eleven million survivors of nearly two thousand vears of persecution. Under 
the laws of ethology, their existence was a paradox which would be difficult to 
explain. By every known law of history, this unfortunate people should have been 
crushed out of existence several centuries ago; but the Jews had clung to corporate 
existence with a baffling tenacity, and had exhibited in every age and country an 
extraordinary faculty for constructing on the barest basis of toleration a firm and 
eminent stronghold. He proceeded to trace the course of Jewish history from the 
fifth century to the present day, and pointed out that economically and socially the 
crusades were disastrous for the Jews of Europe. History, from early in the Middle 
Ages, gave the Jews a bad name, and it was equally fair to add that responsible 
makers of history—the kings and statesmen of succeeding centuries—contributed very 
powerfully to the aim of making the Jews live down to the bad name that had 
attached to them. ‘There were certain Jewish characteristics which gave them the 
repute of being less than thoroughly good citizens. By their observance of a 
separate Sabbath, and by the Leyitical precepts which required them to abstain from 
certain foods, and to eat others prepared in a certain way, the Jews had earned a 
reputation for holding aloof from their fellow-men, not merely in their religious duties, 
but also to some extent in their social intercourse. They were kept in ghettoes, 
where every separatist instinct was bound to develop to its utmost. Thus, the effect 
of this treatment was their segregation, dependence, and'that particular psychological 
condition described as self-involution. The characteristics which the Jews 
acquired were narrowness, self-absorption, fear, and its close ally, cunning, acquisit- 
iveness and solidarity. How was it that with every historical cause for extinction 
‘hey had yet had a force within themselves which had enabled them not merelv to 
survive, but to exhibit virtues and capacities which qualified them to take a leadin 
part in whatever country their lot might fall. The great corrective in the a 
character, which was not due to historical environment, though it was intensified by 
the conditions of that environment, was supplied by the Jews’ immense talent and 
power of idealisation. History made him the craven, the money-grubber, the usurer 
as he was represented in Russia and elsewhere to-day, and as they met him in 
modern works of fiction, but his power of idealisation counteracted, to a great extent 
the influence of the harsh realities of life, and it must be taken into account. in anv 
attempt to estimate the character of the Jews of the experiences through which they 
had passed. With influences of such a counteracting nature their survival was incon- 
ceivable, At the mercy of the swords of the Crusades, suffering the tortures of the 
Inquisition, despised and rejected by all, compelled to earn a livelihood in the 
meanest of pursuits, liable to spoliation if successful in their business, thus becoming 
habituated to a cringing attitude, what chance would they have had of maintaining 
through all these centuries of persecution, the high standard of living which was the 
hygienic condition of physical perpetuation, or intellectual ambition, if it were not 
for their religion, whic 
bred in them, despair, humiliation and self-abasement ? How else were they to 
account for the Jews as they were, except by the operation of a force within ‘om, 
selves, stronger than the forces whieh sought to crush them, and stronger yet 
through the suffering induced ? Mr. Magnus then referred to the new movement

The Late Isidor Danziger. 
rominent figure of the Manchester Jewish con munity 


in the person of Mr. Isidor 
Danziger, suddenly passed 
away last Saturday. He was 
in his f2nd year. and 
held the positions of Warden 
and Treasurer of the Man- 
chester Congregation of British 
Jews consecutively for more 
than twenty-five years ; in fact. 
he was one of the original 
founders of that synagogue, and 
had therefore given it nearly 
fifty years devoted service. He 
was brother of the late William 
Danziger, who also held office 
in the syuagogue and who died 
about thirty years ago. As 
showing the unselfish qualities 
of the departed, he remained a 
bachelor in order the better to 
have under his care and 
guidance the children of his 
deceased brother. As a com- 
munal worker he also distin- 
guished himself by his labours 
on the Jewish - Board of 
Guardians, which institution 
showed its appeciation of his 
services by making him a Life 
Vice-President. As a truly 
charitable man, as one who so 
well understood that to give 
vanty was a blessed duty, and who never refused a single one of the many appeals 
made to him, he indeed shone. His kindly personality, his conciliatory disposition, 
attracted everyone to him. The funeral took place on Monday last, when a large 
number assembled at Laurel Bank, Higher Broughton, Mr. Danziger’s residence.
